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GAS MASKS 


(; AS is no respecter of front lines, but 
J may fall in concentrations equally 
as great upon field hospitals, truck con- 
voys, depots and headquarters, so the gas 
mask is a necessary item of equipment 
for every soldier, in every branch, for 
generals and for privates. 

There is also the civilian poplation to 
be considered in the event of a grave 
emergency, for though the stories painted 
by alarmists of whole cities’ populations 
being gassed into oblivion are .. . so 
many stories, civilians will want—and 
will in some cases require—masks. 

To provide a serviceable mask for the 
Army, to provide reserves of masks capa- 
ble of caring for the 400,000 in the 
Initial Protective Force, and to provide 
the facilities for rapid production of the 
other masks that would be required by 
the military in a war, is one of the func- 
tions of the Chemical Warfare Service. 

Another function that might fall to the 
lot of the Chemical Warfare Service in 
greater or less degree would be that of 
providing gas masks for civilians. By 
law the care for civilians is not a fune- 
tion of the Chemical Warfare Service, yet 
there must be some coordinating agency 
to carry out such work, and that agency 
will probably be CWS. 

Properly, any attempt to protect 
civilians, involving as it does the reach- 
ing of all persons, the provision of shel- 
ters, of decontaminating devices and the 
like, must enlist the cooperation of police, 
of fire departments, of schools and of 
local government. 

The Chemical Warfare Service has a 
definite place in caring for the civilians. 
Masks the Chemical Warfare Service 
probably could not give them, but it 
should be prepared to furnish manu- 
facturers with approved designs and 
specifications, and it would probably also 
be called upon to mark acceptable masks 
with its stamp of approval, else there 
might arise the spectacle of a city’s resi- 
dents fully equipped with gas masks 
which would afford little or no protection 
if occasion should arise for their use. 

At present, because of scarcity of 
funds, the CWS has not reserves suffi- 
cient to equip the Initial Protective 
Force. The only government source of 
mask supply is the Edgewood, Md., Ar- 
senal. 

A distinct forward step has been taken, 
however, with the recent letting of a con- 
tract with Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Co. for the equipping of a gas mask 
assembly plant at Akron, Ohio. This 
plant when completed will be capable of 
turning out 100,000 gas masks a month 
on an eight-hour shift, or running three 
shifts, 300,000 masks a month. 

This, though, would not meet military 
requirements should an army the size of 
that in the World War have to be raised. 
Additional plants like that at Akron 
would be needed, and this before civilian 
needs could be met. CWS officers hope 
that under the educational order pro- 
&ram, now in such high favor, additional 
assembling machinery similar to that at 
Akron can be obtained.

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Navy Line Bill 


Rear Adm. J. O. Richardson, USN, 
chief of the bureau of navigation, yester- 
day testified before the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee on the proposed amend- 
ments to the Navy Line Selection Act, 
asking the committee to eliminate some 
of the amendments added on the floor of 
the House. 

He said that the Navy is in accord with 
the amendments contained in the bill as 
reported by the House committee but that 
both the President and the Navy disap- 
prove of some of the amendments added 
on the floor of the House. 

He stated that the President has ex- 
pressed disapproval of the amendment 
which prevents the commander-in-chief 
of the Fleet from sitting on selection 
boards. Admiral Richardson said that 
the Department feels that the character 


of the officers of the Navy is such that | 


no officer would be influenced by the fact 
that the CINCUS either favored or op- 
posed the selection of an officer. Admiral 
Richardson expressed disapproval of the 
amendments of the bill which places 
AEDO and EDO officers in the same cate- 
gory and provides that they be selected 
if qualified without competition and only 
in comparison with themselves. He rec- 
ommended that this amendment be 
stricken out and that the amendment as 
contained in the original bill be substi- 
tuted.

Secretary of War Woodring this week 
took his first step toward extending to 
the National Guard of the United States 
the program of “vitalization” which he is 
applying to the commissioned officers of 
the Regular Army.

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Committee Takes Up 
Age Retirement Plan 


In two days of testimony this week, 
the War Department laid before the 
louse Military Affairs Committee its case 
for the Woodring age-in-grade retirement 
bill. 

Secretary Woodring, appearing as the 
first witness when hearings were opened 
on May 16, told the committee that he 
would have felt that he was remiss in his 
duty had he not caused the over-age situa- 
tion to be called to the attention of Con- 
gress and a remedy presented, The hump 
of over-age officers, he said, is the weak 
link in the expansion, rearmament and 
reorganization of the Army. The proposed 
plan, he said is the most just and equit- 
able means of clearing the flow of pro- 
motion, 

Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D. Gasser, Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-1, armed with a number 
of charts and tables, testified at length 
on May 16 and again on May 18, present 
ing a detailed statement of the Woodring 
Pian and replying to the numerous ques- 
tions asked by members of the committee 
as to the operation of the bill and what 
classes of officers would be harmed by it. 

The War Department completed its de- 
fense of the measure on May 18, but 
Representative Andrew May, chairman, 
said that the committee has not concluded 
its consideration of the bill. He said that 
he is writing to a number of veterans or- 
ganizations and others asking them if 
they wish to testify on the measure, 
Should anyone signify a desire to be 
heard, he said, he will set a date for fur- 
ther hearings. 

In presenting the War Department's 
case, General Gasser told the committee 
that since the bill had been presented fur- 
ther studies have shown that certain 
changes were necessary and accordingly 
he offered amendments as follows : 

One amendment definitely setting the 
lowest age limits for each grade at 60 for 
colonels, 58 for lieutenant colonels, 55 for 
majors, and 50 in the grades below major. 
As the bill was first written these ages 
were cited but there was a qualifying 
clause stating “unless in any particular 
year retirements obtained within these 
uge limitations fail to produce the neces- 
sary additional number of terminations 
to reach the required 4.35 percentum here- 
inbefore referred to, in which event these 
age limits shall be successively reduced 
one year at a time beginning with the 
grade of colonel in each successive cycle 
of age reduction required until the re- 
quired number of terminations has been 
obtained.” The proposed amendment 
strikes out this provision, so that the 
above age limits are absolute and that 
forced retirements can not be made be- 
low those limits even though the 4.35 per- 
cent attrition rate be not reached, 

Another amendment would give ad- 
vanced rank on retirement to those who 
“served in the Military or naval forces 
of the United States prior to Nov, 12, 
1918” instead of just confining it to the 
Army as at first written, and also so as 
to include former enlisted men. 

The saving clause against anyone being 
demoted was strengthened in another

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Choice of Admiral Leahy as Puerto Rico Governor Acclaimed by Editors 


President Roosevelt last Friday sent to the Senate the nomination of Admiral 
William D. Leahy, retiring chief of naval operations, to be governor of Puerto Rico, 
succeeding Maj. Gen. Blanton Winship, USA-Ret. Several newspapers commented 
on the significance of the nomination in view of the President’s declaration at the 
conclusion of the war games off Puerto Rico, that the maneuvers had demonstrated 
need for additional bases in the Caribbean Sea. 

They also pointed to the setting up in July of an independent Puerto Rico De- 
partment of the Army, divorcing the island for military purposes from control of the 
Second Corps Area. 

The Washington, D. C., Post observes, “Admiral William D, Leahy, retiring chief 
of naval operations, is a man who combines exceptional administrative ability with a 
high degree of common sense. There is every reason to anticipate that he will do a 
first-class job as governor of Puerto Rico, the post which President Roosevelt an- 
nounces he will assume as soon as Congress adjourns. 

“This appointment, however, may give rise to the impression that the chief 
interest of the United States in Puerto Rico lies in the value of that island as a base 
for the defense of the Panama Canal... . 

“There is, of course, every reason why the strategic position of Puerto Rico should 
be taken into account in considering ways and means of strengthening our position 
in the Caribbean, but this should never be permitted to overshadow the fact that the 
fundamental problem of Puerto Rico is how to adjust its internal economy so as to 
provide an adequate livelihood for its dense and teaming population. . .. 

“As governor of the island, Admiral Leahy will have no easy row to hoe, The 
post will require the full exercise of his unusual talents, but his task will be even 
more diflicult if the Puerto Ricans are given the impression that the United States 
is interested in them primarily because their island is perfectly situated to control 
the Caribbean.” 


The Baltimore, Md., Sun says, “President Roosevelt’s announcement that he will 
nominate Admiral William D. Leahy to succeed Gen, Blanton Winship as Governor 
of Puerto Rico has surprised naval cireles and given rise to much interesting specula- 
tion. Not unnaturally, selection of the man who has been America’s chief of naval 
operations will be linked in the public mind with the recent authorization of $9,000,000 
for construction of air and submarine bases in San Juan harbor, with the report that 
this expenditure may be raised to more than $30,000,000, and with the increasing 
emphasis on the importance of Puerto Rico as a bulwark of our security in the At- 
lantic. Admiral Leahy, it may be further noted, will be the first naval officer to take 
over the island. From 1901 until General Winship was named in 1984, all of Puerto 
Rico's governors had been chosen from civil life. * * * 

The Pearl of the Antilles, it has frequently been argued, could be turned into a 
Pearl Harbor of the East Coast, protecting the entrance of the Caribbean, the ap- 
proaches to Central America and the Canal Zone, and shielding the northern countries 
of the Southern continent, Many have felt that the appropriation of funds for improv- 
ing the naval and military facilities of the island was a first step toward a formidable 
strengthening of this outpost of defense. The appointment of Admiral Leahy, who has 
had a major part in directing American naval rearmament and American naval 
strategy, may well be a second step. 

“However, the problems of Puerto Rico are by no means exclusively defense 
problems. For years economic questions of the most pressing kind have burdened 
governors of the island. They still clamor for solution. And since they affect a popu- 
lation which is eight times greater than that of Oahu, and more than four times 








Fleet Press Relations 


Admiral Claude C. Bloch, USN, com- 
mander-in-chief, United States Fleet, has 
issued a Fleet Letter confirming and 
strengthening his policy relative to the 
reception of newspaper reporters and 
photographers aboard vessels of the 
Navy. 

In it he said: 


The conduct of press and publie relations 
shall, unless otherwise specifically directed, 
be a function of the Senior Officer Present 
Afloat. Whenever practicable, business shall 
be conducted through the Commandant of 
fhe contiguous Naval district or his repre- 
sentatives. Commandant, 1th Naval Dis- 
trict has designated the District Intelligence 
Officer at San Diego and the Assistant Dis- 
trict Intelligence Officer at San Pedro as his 
representatives. Unless otherwise noted on 
ships’ rosters, the officers designated as In- 
telligence Officers will be considered the des- 
ignated representatives of flag and command- 
ing officers. 


When events of a possible newsworthy 
nature occur at sea, immediate report shall 
be made to the Commander-in-Chief and 


Senior Officer Afloat of the force; in port to 


the Senior Officer Present Afloat. Examples 
of such events are: Sighting derelicts, res- 
cues, unusually heavy weather, casualties 


(men lost overboard, crashes), assistance ren- 
dered small boats and their occupants, hon- 
ors and distinction won by ships or individ- 
uals attached thereto, human interest ma- 
terial in general. 


When representatives of the press, or other 
news disseminating agencies, visit a fleet unit 
to verify a report or rumor or to make other 
inquiries, they shall invariably be courteously 
received by a responsible representative of 
the flag or commanding officer. If, as will 
often be the case, they must be referred to the 
Senior Officer Present Afloat, they shall be 
so referrend without unnecessary delay, and 
transportation shall be provided when neces- 
sary and practicable. 





Reception for King and Queen 


A subcommittee of the reception com- 
mittee appointed by the Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia to draw up ar- 
rangements for the reception and escort 
of the King and Queen of Great Britain 
when they arrive in Washington June 8, 
met this week. Included on the committee 
are Capt. Patrick H. Tansey, USA, co- 
ordinator and chairman; Lt. Col. EF. F. 
Reinhardt, USA, headquarters, Washing- 
ton provisional brigade; Maj. Horace B. 
Smith, White House Aide; and Lt. James 
Totten, USA, aide to General Murray. 

It was announced that the Washington 
Provisional Brigade will draft a plan 
covering troop movements and = assign- 
ments of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. 

The State Department also announced 
its arrangements this week, including the 
fact that the official reception committee 
which will go to the Union Station to re- 
ceive their majesties will include General 
Malin Craig, chief of staff of the Army, 
Admiral William D. Leahy, chief of naval 
operations, and Maj. Gen. Thomas Hol- 
comb, commandant of the Marine Corps. 





Hearing on Bandmaster Bill 

The bill sponsored by Representative 
J. Joseph Smith, to give commissioned 
status to Army and National Guard band- 
masters, will be given a hearing before the 
House Military Affairs committee, May 
23. The bill is supported by leading 
musical organizations and musicians 
throughout the country, but thus far has 
been opposed by the War Department. 
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greater than that of the whole Hawaiian group, it is apparent that something more 
than the building of air and naval bases is necessary to solve Puerto Rico’s difficulties 
and convert it into a really secure outpost. Indeed, it may be said that until some 
remedy for the profound economic distemper of the island is found its potentialities 
as a pivot of Caribbean defense will never be realized to the fullest extent, and it will 
continue to constitute a major administrative problem, no matter how many millions 
are spent on military ‘installations’.” 


The Washington, D. C., Star states, “Announcement that the ranking officer of the 
Navy, Admiral William D. Leahy, who will soon retire as Chief of Naval Operations, 
is to succeed Major General Blanton Winship as Governor of Puerto Rico, is an event 
of more than ordinary significance. It is promptly followed by news of the govern 
ment’s intention to transform our insular outpost in the southern Atlantic into an im- 
portant link in the Caribbean defense scheme to serve the same basic purpose as 
Hawaii, on the Pacific side of the Panama Canal Zone. 

“Last winter's maneuvers of the United States Fleet were pivoted on the region 
of which Puerto Rico is the strategic center. As Admiral Leahy was President Roose- 
velt’s companion on that occasion, the subsequently disclosed plan to establish the 
“Department of Puerto Rico” as a special unit in the national defense system was 
obviously the direct result of the observations made and decisions reached on the spot 
by the Commander in Chief and the Chief of Naval Operations. * * * 

“Admiral Leahy, who has been the President’s chief adviser during the United 
States’ greatest peace-time arms expansion, is in every respect qualified to serve as 
governor of what is already being called the “American Gibraltar”. In a letter to the 
Puerto Rican resident commissioner at Washington, Santiago Iglesias, Mr. Roosevelt 
says he ‘some time ago determined to make Admiral Leahy Governor of Puerto Rico 
when he went on the retired list this summer, and I am sure you will find that as 
Governor, he will serve the people of the island with ability and understanding.’ 

“The President might have said, with equal assurance, as, of course, he feels, 
that as commander of a great new air base in the Atlantic, the distinguished officer 
who has spent the better part of half a century in the naval service will enhance his 
reputation in the new responsibilities he will shortly assume.” 


“In choosing Admiral William D. Leahy to succeed General Blanton Winship as 
governor of Puerto Rico,’ the New York Ierald-Tribune comments, “President 
Roosevelt has shown once more his appreciation of the importance of having in this 
post a man chosen for his ability rather than for his political availability. The choice 
of Gen, Winship nearly six years ago proved to be a sound one. The General has filled 
his duties as Governor with ability, fairness and tact. There is every reason to expect 
that his successor will do likewise. Admiral Leahy is generally regarded as one of 
the ablest men in the Navy as is obvious from the fact that he has been Chief of 
Operations, 

“Admiral Leahy’s appointment has been said by some to have been influenced by 
the President's new interest in the Caribbean. This may be true. Certainly few naval 
oflicers are better qualified than the Admiral to plan for strengthening the defenses 
of the Caribbean. But it should not be forgotten that the Governor of Puerto Rico is 
primarily, is in fact almost exclusively, an administrator, and that the affairs of the 
island, rather than of the sea which it borders, will be the Admiral’s chief concern. It 
is encouraging that this post should have been given to a Navy man, rather than to a 
politician, The selection will be hailed both because of the new Governor's naval train 
ing and even more because of his general fitness to hold an important administrative

Pensions for Enlisted Men 


The Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee this week reported favorably on the 
bill introduced by Senator Harry H. 
Schwartz, of Wyo., which provides pen- 
sions to members of the Regular Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard, 
who become disabled by reason of service 
therein, at rates equivalent to 75 per cent 
of the compensation payable to war vet- 
erans for similar service connected dis- 
abilities. 

In reporting the bill, the committee 
stated that the Bureau of the Budget has 
approved an increase up to 60 per cent 
of the compensation payable war vet- 
erans, and that the War, Navy and 
Treasury Departments are in accord with 
the measure, with the reservation that 
they must be governed by the recom- 
mendations of the Bureau of the Budget. 

The Veterans’ Administration also sup- 
ports the 60 per cent ratio. The com- 
mittee’s report states that since 1910, the 
average payment of disabled veterans has 
only increased $8.22 monthly, while the 
cost of living has materially increased. 

The bill originally called for a 90 per 
cent ratio, but the committee, in its re- 
port, says, “While compensation rates for 
disabled peacetime veterans equal to 90 
per cent of the sums allowed war vet- 
erans for similar disabilities are desir- 
able, your committee believes that adop- 
tion of a 75 per cent basis will not only 
meet approval of all interests and execu- 
tive agencies concerned but also will end 
much lack of uniformity and inequity in 
existing pension laws relating to peace- 
time veterans.” 

\ similar bill was passed by the Senate 
in June, 1938, but Congress adjourned be- 
fore the measure could be enacted. 





Dependent Allowances 

The general accounting office, in the 
case of an Army officer, this week held 
that “A divorce decree of an Alabama 
court of competent jurisdiction, issued 
under a statute requiring ‘that neither 
party shall again marry except to each 
other until sixty days after decree ren- 
dered, and that if an appeal is taken 
Within sixty days, neither party shall 
again marry except to each other during 
the pendency of said appeal,’ which 
ordered that ‘the bonds of matrimony 
heretofore existing between the Com- 
plainant and Defendant be and the same 
are hereby dissolved,’ is effective, for 
discontinuance of increased dependency 
(wife) allowance purposes, from date of 
its rendition, and not sixty days there- 
after.”

Col., SC—Forced attrition: “Not in all 
grades 100%, some degree yes. This de- 
cision should be made by qualified and 
competent authority that has available 
all facts. A poll of the Army is valueless 
in such cases. They don’t know.” 

Col., FA—Forced attrition: “Not nee- 
essary at present time.” Present rate of 
promotion system : “Not ideal—never has 
been and never will be. Inevitably the un 
foreseen course of future events will 
favor markedly those particular groups 
who entered the Army originally at just 
the right time. The present proposed 
remedy is worse than the disease.” 

Lt. Col., CAC —“Physical, efficiency and 
extreme over age below colonels.” 

Lt. Col., FA—Present promotion sys 
tem and rate of promotion: “Satisfied 
with the system, and with rate of pro 
motion if ‘hump’ were out. Consider pro- 
posed age-in-grade retirement bill not a 
change but an improvement.” Forced at 
trition: “Only temporary.” 

Maj., JAGD-—“‘No oflicer of any grade 
with less than 30 years’ service to be 
forced out. Officers of any grade having 
between 30 and 40 years’ service on June 
30th of any year, to be subject to selec 
tion out by a board of general officers 
convened annually for that purpose. All 
officers to be retired who have 40 years 
or more service on June 30th of any year. 
Voluntary retirements in the grade of 
and below colonel to be permitted at the 
completion of 25 years’ service with “% 
pay of the grade held at the time of re- 
tirement and one grade increase in rank, 
not above that of colonel.” 

Maj., OD-—‘Selcection above rank of 
major to obtain necessary attrition rate. 
Promotion exams for 4 lowest grades 
(written mental exams).” 

Capt., CAC—Forced attrition: “Age in 
grade retirement. Depends on what 
form.” 

Maj., CE-—Proposed Age-in-grade re 
tirement bill: “Iam apposed to ‘freezing’ 
of number in field grades. It defeats 
one object of the bill.” 

Maj., OMC-——“Believe World War offi 
cers should be given option of retiring 
with increased grade and with increased 
pay.” 

Capt... Inf.—“Professional 
tions combined with regular routine 
of physical fitness (not exam.).” 

Maj., QMC—*First, apply physical 
exams. more rigidly, as proposed. Second, 
retire on ™ pay all Capts., Majs., Lt. 
Cols., and BGs., who on Dee, 31, 19389, 
are 50, 55, 58, 60 and 62, respectively; 
no other change in present system. Third, 
repeat above every three years.” 

Maj... FA—Foreed attrition: “Stricter 
physical requirements and professional 
exam. for promotion. Age alone has 
never been a true measure of value. It 
should be a factor in combination with 
school grades and professional exams.” 

Col. FA—‘Select general officers by 
seniority, taking top of list of colonels 
if record warrants. Any colonel passed 
for two years to be retired.” 

Maj., CAC-—‘First, retire physically 
unfit; second, maintain an average attri 
tion rate by a combination of age-in 
grade plus efficiency record, i. e., strike a 
balance taking both into consideration.” 

Lt. Col., AGD-—‘Use to maximum the 
methods already authorized such as class 
B and retirement at 62. Authorize selec- 
tion from Lt, Col., to Col, Col. to BB. G., 
ete.” 

Col, Cav.—‘There exists now ample 
means to retire officers for one reason or 
another. We need only a strict appli 
cation of present means.” 

It. Col., AC-—“‘Along proposed lines. 

Lt. Col, QMC— “To force attrition of 
experienced officers at this time would 
be disastrous. The errors of 1920 can be 
corrected only by time.” 
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Navy Appropriation Bill 

The Senate late Thursday passed the 
Navy Department Appropriation Bill for 
1940, by a vote of 61 to 14 and the mea- 
sure now goes to conference between 
Hlouse and Senate conferees on the Sen- 
ate amendments outlined below. 

The Senate made no changes from the 
recommendations of its appropriation 
committee which reported out the mea- 
sure Wednesday. 

The Commitee reduced the amount 
from $773,420,241 as passed by the House, 
to $773,049,151, a net reduction of 
$371,090. 

During the debate on the Naval Appro- 
priation bill Senator Vandenburg dis- 
cussed the advisability of constructing 
1,000 ton battleships. He pointed out 
that there was no specific information 
regarding the Japunese program, and that 
we have entered upon the construction of 
ships of this great tonnage not on account 
of Japan but because Great Britain is en 
gaged in such building. Senator Walsh, 





after communicating with Admiral 
Leahy, stated that England is building 


10,000 ton battleships and two 42,000 ton 
battleships. Ile quoted the Admiral as 
saying further that the only information 
in reference to Japan in possession of the 
Navy Department was that obtained from 
Italian news reports which indicate that 
Japan is building two 46,000 ton battle 
ships. Further, the Senator quoted Ad 
miral Leahy as saying that the Depart- 
ment of its own knowledge knows that 
Japan is building battleships beyond the 
usual size of such craft. He further ex 
plained that the Naval Committee has 
been trying to get some definite informa 
tion as to what operations Japan is pur- 
suing, or what airplane bases she is lo 
cating, or what she is doing in the man 
dated islands south of Guam. He regard- 
ed as significant the establishment of a 
commercial airline to Islands which have 
practically no inhabitants and to which 
there is little if any travel. Senator Con 
nelly, of Texas, insisted we should not 
wait for England and Japan to build 45, 
OO ton vessels, but we should build first. 
Senator Vandenburg, while subscribing to 
the theory that we must have 100% ade- 
quacy in our National Defense, declined 
to concede that we have to lead the world 
in the constructing of larger battleships 
than any other power, Senator Norris ex- 
pressed a like view. It was obvious the 
sentiment of the Senate was for the pro 
gram proposed by the Navy Department. 
There was some discussion of the provi 
sion in the bill that the Navy should not 
purchase articles of food produced else 
where than in the United States or its 
possessions unless they cannot be pro- 
duced domestically in’ sufficient quanti- 
ties, The Senate evidenced full accord 
with this policy in spite of an explana- 
tion by Senator Barkley of the Presi- 
dent’s approval of the purchase of 48,000 
pounds of Argentine corned beef for the 
Navy. The Senator declared the Presi 
dent in his action did not violate either 
the spirit or letter of the law which is in 
effect. Senator King sought to have the 
Senate adopt an amendment reducing by 
10%, the items in the bill, Ilowever, the 
Senate passed the measure by a vote of 
Gl to 14. Senator Walsh has asked the 
Navy Department to investigate reports 
that a Rhode Island official had taken 
options upon land which the Navy might 
need or might purchase in view of the bill 
that was passed authorizing location of a 
Naval air base at Narragansett Bay. 

Major reduction was the committee's 
netion in striking out $500,000 contained 
in the Tlouse bill for the construction of a 
rigid airship. Additions, in the amount 
of S128,910, were made for the care of 
lepers on the island of Guam, operation 
and conservation of Naval petroleum re 
wdditional funds to defray the 
tuition of Naval officers taking specialized 
work at civilian schools, repairs and im 
provements to Marine barracks at Quan 
tico, San Diego and Parris Island, and 
sularies for civilians employed by the 
Navy Department, 

In connection with the elimination of 
funds for the dirigible, the Senate Com 
mittee stated, “It is recommended by the 
committee that all funds for the con- 
struction of a rigid airship be stricken 
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from the bill. It was represented to the 
committee that under authority granted 
in the Second Deficiency Act of 1938 bids 
were asked for the construction of a rigid 
ship of 1,000,000 cubie feet volume. The 
bids, when received, contained an alter- 
nate bid on a 3,000,000 cubic foot airship. 
These bids were, however, cancelled, It 
is the understanding of the committee 
that the Department is not giving any 
serious consideration to the construction 
of any rigid airship, at the present time. 
lor this reason and because there is some 
question as to the military value of such 
airships, the funds have been deleted 
from the bill.” 

The committee, in its report, recom- 
mended that $600,000 of the amount ap- 
propriated under the head “armor, arma- 
ment, and ummunition, replacement of 
naval vessels” be transferred to the ap- 
propriation “Ordnance and = ordnance 
stores, Navy, for the purpose of equip- 
ping the powder-manufacturing plant at 
Indianhead, Md., with apparatus for the 
extraction of nitric acid from ammonia.” 
“It is represented to the committee,” the 
report stated, “that the development of 
this method of producing nitric acid will 
render the United States independent otf 
a foreign supply of material.” 

For the completion of Marine barracks 
now under construction, the Senate com- 
mittee recommended that $101,500 
stricken from the budget estimates by the 
louse be returned to the bill. This would 
bring the amount for barracks up to the 
$250,000 recommended by the Bureau of 
the Budget. 

The Senate committee also approved an 
additional appropriation of $15,000 to de- 
fray the expenses of the Marine Band 
to und from the Confederate Veterans’ 
Reunion and the National Encampment, * 
Grand Army of the Republic, 

Restrictive linguage was recommend- 
ed to provide that out of the general ap- 
propriation for the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, not more than $560,000 be spent 
aut the Philadelphia Navy Yard for the 
construction of ship ways to handle a 45,- 
OOO ton battleship. It was also recom- 
mended that funds for the replacement 
of a riggers and laborers shop building at 
the Charleston Navy Yard, destroyed by 
lire, be limited to $150,000 and that the 
amount to be expended for two 15-ton 
shipbuilding cranes be limited to $150,- 
OOO. 

At an curly stage of the hearings be- 
fore the Senate committee, Admiral 
Leahy indicated that the Navy believes 
that the bill, as now written, adequately 
cures for the needs of the Navy for 1040, 
In response to a question by Senator 
James I. Byrnes, of 8S. C., as to whether 
or not the bill as passed by the House 
was satisfactory, he declared that “the 
Navy would not be seriously handi- 
capped,” if the Senate added no amend- 
ments

Flags for Regulars 


The Tlouse Military Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably on the bill 
that would provide a United States flag 
for the cuskets of honorably discharged 
former service men and women of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard. The bill has the approval of the 
Veterans’ Administration and the Bu- 
reau of the Budget has interposed no ob- 
jection to its enactment, 
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General Marshall Confirmed 


The United States Senate on Wednes- 
day of this week confirmed the nomina- 
tion of Brig. Gen. George C. Marshall, 
USA, to be Chief of Staff. 

The Senate also confirmed the nomina- 
tion of Col. James C. Magee, MC, USA, 
to be Surgeon General of the Army. 

Senator Morris Sheppard, Chairman of 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
in informing the Senate of his com- 
mittee’s favorable action on the nomi- 
nation of Brig. Gen. George C. Marshall, 
USA, to be Chief of Staff of the Army, 
relieving General Malin Craig, Chief of 
Staff, who will retire on Aug. 31, 1939, 
lauded the President's action in nomi- 
nating General Marshall for the post and 
paid tribute to the outstanding record 
of General Craig, who, Senator Sheppard 
declared, “has set a lofty standard, one 
of lasting benefit to the service.” 

Senator Sheppard’s speech to the 
Senate in announcing the favorable re- 
port on General Marshall was as follows: 

Mr. President, as in executive session, from 
the Committee on Military Affairs, I report 
back favorably the nomination of Brig. Gen. 
George Catlett Marshall, Deputy Chief of 
Staff, to be general in the Regular Army, 
while holding office as Chief of Staff of the 
Army, with rank from Sept. 1, 1939, under 
the provisions of law, vice Maj. Gen. Malin 
Craig. Chief of Staff, to be retired on Aug. 
31, 1039. 

Mr. President, I wish to say briefly that 
President Roosevelt, in submitting the name 
of General Marshall for the Senate’s con- 
sideration, has made one of the outstanding 
nominations of his administration. 

General Marshall will move into the Chief 
of Staff's office with an outstanding repu- 
tation for “getting things done” with the 
very minimum of pressure upon subordinates 
and with complete absence of any of those 
characteristics which are attributed to the 
military martinet. By the Regular Army, by 
National Guard men, and Reservists, he is 
acclaimed as a leader in the fullest meaning 
of that word, 

Anyone who has visited Army posts the 
country over sees everywhere the influence of 
General Marshall and hears everywhere of 
his accomplishments, 

Dignified, yet amiable; quiet, yet firm, 
General Marshall is always accessible. His 
superior World War record included service 
as Assistant Chief of Staff for Operations of 
the famous First Division, in which capacity 
he served when that organization participated 
in the first American offensive on the western 
front, when in May 1918 Cantigny and the 
surrounding heights were captured; duty 
with the operations division of General Persh- 
ing’s staff at General Headquarters; service 
with the operations section of the General 
Staff of the First American Army, of which 
he became chief in October 1918, participating 





in the St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne offen- 
sives and the assignment after the armistice 
as Chief of Staff of the Eighth Army Corps. 
Equally outstanding in his peacetime achieve- 
ments, General Marshall will prove a worthy 
successor to Gen. Malin Craig, a Chief of 
Staff under whose strong and capable di- 
recting hand the Army has made remarkable 
progress during the past 3 or more years. 

It is with very deep regret that the Mem- 
bers of the Senate Military Affairs Committee 
view the approaching relinquishment by 
General Craig of his heavy military responsi- 
bilities. The efficiency, the integrity, the 
quiet calm, the affability of the present Chief 
of Staff have commanded the deep admiration 
and the profound respect of every Member of 
Congress and every citizen of our country. 
It is with genuine sorrow that we contem- 
plate General Craig’s impending retirement 
from active military service; we congratulate 
the Army, the Congress, and the country on 
having had so able a Chief of Staff. He has 
set a lofty standard, one of lasting benefit 
to the service. 





Puerto Rican Department 


Plans for the establishment of the 
Puerto Rican Department, went forward 
steadily this week as orders were issued 
detailing a number of officers to serve on 
the staff of Brig. Gen. Edmund L. Daly, 
USA, who has been designated as com- 
manding general of the Department. 

Col. Joseph A. McAndrew, Inf., who is 
under orders to report to the Chief of 
Staff in Washington for duty, has in- 
stead been ordered to San Juan as Chief 
of Staff of the Puerto Rican Department. 

Other officers detailed to General Staff 
duty at the Headquarters of the Puerto 
Rican Department include: Lt. Col. 
Thomas J. Hanley, jr., AC, Mitchell Field, 
N. Y.; Maj. Charles S. Ferrin, FA, Naval 
War College, and Maj. Feodor O. Schmidt, 
Inf., Ft. Snelling, Minn. 

Also to report to General Daly for duty 
in his headquarters are: Col, Clyde R, 
Abraham, Inf., now chief of staff of the 
Kirst Division, who will be assigned to 
the Inspector General’s Department; Lt. 
Col. John A. Smith, JAGD, for duty with 
the Judge Advocate General’s Depart- 
ment; Lt. Col, Charles W. Bundy, CAC, 
for duty with the Organized Reserves; 
and Maj. Calvin If. Burkhead, SC, for 
duty with the Signal Corps. 

1Ist Lt. Peter S. Peca, CAC, now a stu- 
dent at the Coast Artillery School, has 
been directed to report to General Daly 
at New York June 22 and accompany 
him vice commercial transportation to 
San Juan. 

At present the Puerto Rican Depart- 
ment consists only of one regular army 
regiment of Infantry—the 65th—and two 
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National Guard Infantry regiments. 
Later an air base will be established in 
the Department at a location yet to be 
determined. Brig. Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, USA, who is to be the next chief of 
staff of the Army, inspected various sites 
there when the cruiser Nashville, on 
which he is enroute to Brazil, stopped 
there, 

When the base is established there it is 
logical to assume that units of other arms 
and services will be sent there to admin- 
ister to und defend the base. 

The location is considered most 
strategic not only for the defense of the 
Panama Canal but also as an outpost in 
the Atlantic performing functions for 
the east coast similar to those of Hawaii 
for the West Coast. 


Coast Artillery Units Activated 

Five antiaircraft gun batteries, twelve 
harbor defense firing batteries and a 
37-mm gun battery have been ordered 
activated in the Coast Artillery Corps, 
effective July 1. 

The creation of the additional firing 
units will be effected by a reorganization 
of the Coast Artillery regiments in the 
continental United States and will not 
involve any increase in the total com- 
missioned and enlisted personnel now al- 
lotted to the corps. The move is similar 
to that made a few weeks ago for the 
Field Artillery. 

As in that case there will be no inter- 
regimental transfers of enlisted men be- 
low the grade of sergeant. Only a few 
oflicers and enlisted men of the higher 
ratings and officers will be transferred. 

The increase in the number of firing 
batteries of the Harbor Defense regi- 
ments is obtained in five cases by the 
abolition of the regimental headquarters 
battery, and the creation of a headquar- 
ters detachment and a firing battery. In 
addition, six entirely new firing batteries 
will be activated. 

The Harbor Defense regiments now 
have three methods of organization, de- 
pending upon the size and nature of the 
works to be manned. One calls for two 
battalions of three batteries each in 
peace, and three battalions of three bat- 
teries in war; the second for two bat- 
talions of three batteries in peace and 
war, and the third for two battalions of 
three batteries in peace and three bat- 
talions of four batteries in war. 

These peace strengths, however, have 
not been attained, though the creation of 
the new batteries will be a step in that 
direction. The Harbor Defense changes 
call for dissolution of the headquarters 
battery and creation of a firing battery 
and a headquarters detachment for the 
Sth Coast Artillery at Portland, the 9th at 
Boston, the 10th at Narragansett, and the 
srd at Los Angeles. The 7th Coast Artil- 
lery, at Sandy Hook, which has oniy a 
headquarters and headquarters battery 
will obtain two firing batteries. 

New batteries will be created outright 
for the 13th Coast Artillery at Ft. Bar- 
rancas, the 3rd at Ft. Stevens, the 6th at 
Ft. Scott (two) and the 11th at Ft. H. G. 
Wright (two). 

Since guns are already in place ut the 
forts, no read increase in material is re- 
quired because of the activation of the 
new batteries. 

Each of the five antiaircraft regiments 
in the United States will have an addi- 
tional 3-inch gun battery, and in addition 
the 62d Coast Artillery (AA) at Ft. Tot- 
ten will be assigned a 37-mm gun bat- 
tery. This will give that regiment a regi- 
mental headquarters battery, two bat- 
talion headquarters batteries, three gun 
batteries, a searchlight battery, two ma- 
chine gun batteries and the 37-mm bat- 
tery. 

The 61st, the 68rd, the 65th and the 
69th will have a headquarters, two gun 
batteries, a searchlight battery and a ma- 
chine gun battery. 

Material for the added 3-inch gun bat- 
teries will be made available this sum- 
mer. This includes guns, direction finders 
and transport. The 37-mm guns will also 
be issued this summer, not only for the 
new battery in the 62nd Coast Artillery, 








but also for units in the machine gun bat- 
teries of the other regiments. 

The new units, where the headquarters 
batteries are not being disbanded will be 
built up by transfers from the other firing 
batteries. These have a surplus of men, 
dating back to the Army expansion of 
1935, when an increase for the Army was 
authorized, but activation of additional 
units was prohibited. 

Coast Artillery officials estimate that 
the reorganization of the antiaircraft 
regiments will increase the fire power of 
active units by 88 per cent. There will 
also be a decided improvement in the 
training situation, throughout the Coast 
Artillery especially for the ORC and the 
ROTC, as more batteries will be avail 
able for instructional purposes. More key 
enlisted men can also be trained as gun 
pointers, plotters and observers.

West Point, N. Y.—General Anastasio 
Somoza, President of Nicaragua, re- 
viewed the Cadet Corps here Monday, 
May 15, as highlight of his visit to the 
Military Academy. Arriving at Thayer 
Gate at 11:00 a. m., the Nicaraguan Pres- 
ident and his party was greeted by Brig. 
Gen. Jay L. Benedict, Superintendent, 
while a twenty-one gun salute roared out, 
Escorted by armored cars the visitors 
moved to the Superintendent’s quarters, 
where a guard of honor rendered appro- 
priate military greeting. Following a 
brief tour of the Post, President and 
Senora Somoza and their party were 
guests of General and Mrs. Benedict at 
lunch. The review of the Corps began at 
3:30 p. m., and the official party left at 
4:30 p. m. 

Accompanying President Somoza, be- 
sides Senora Somoza, was Dr. Leon 
De Bayle, Nicaraguan Minister to the 
U'. S., Senora De Bayle, Ist Lt. Octavio 
Sacasa and 2nd Lt. Pedro Nolasco, the 
military aides de camp; Col. Charles B. 
Elliott, USA, and Capt. Ernest L. Gun- 
ther, USN, detailed by the War and Navy 
Departments as honorary aides to the 
Nicaraguan President during his stay in 
this country, and Mr. George T. Summer- 
lin, State Department. 





Summer Training Camps 


The War Department announced this 
week its plans for this summer’s training 
camps in the continental United States 
involving a total of 293,996 officers and 
men. 

These camps will be held in each of the 
nine Corps Areas for the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps (R.O.T.C.), the Citizens 
Military Training Camps (C.M.T.C.), the 
Officers of the Organized Reserves, and 
the National Guard in 132 different loca- 
tions. The numbers to be trained in each 
Corps area follows : 

First Corps Area—ROTC, 376; CMTC, 2, 
810; Organized Reserves, 1,301: National 
Guard, 4,051 and Regular Army, 3,687. 

Second Corps Area—ROTC, 608; CMTC 
5,255; Organized Reserves, 2,957; National 
Guard, 26,827 and Regular Army, 4,682. 

Third Corps Area—-ROTC, 1,975; CMTC, 4, 
300; Organized Reserves, 2,083; National 
Guard, 3,807 and Regular Army, 5,113. 

Fourth Corps Area—ROTC, 1,954; CMTC, 
4,610; Organized Reserves, 4,026; National 
Guard, 25,277, and Regular Army, 7,299. 

Fifth Corps Area—ROTC, 845; CMTC, 4,300; 
Organized Reserves, 2,266; National Guard, 
18,016 and Regular Army, 4,993. 

Sixth Corps Area—ROTC, 1,082; CMTC, 
4,410; Organized Reserves, 3,823; National 
Guard, 19,564, and Regular Army, 4,735. 

Seventh Corps Area—ROTC, 1,825; CMTC, 
4,825: Organized Reserves, 3,787; National 
Guard, 20,701, and Regular Army, 7,232. 

Eighth Corps Area—ROTC, 1,085; CMTC, 
3,000; Organized Reserves, 2,542; National 
Guard, 19,587, and Regular Army, 23,412. 

Ninth Corps Area—ROTC, 1,032; CMTC, 2.- 
855; Organized Reserves, 3,464; National

Navy Opposes Personnel 
Legislation 


The Navy Department this week, in a 
letter to Chairman Carl Vinson of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee recom- 
mended against enactment of a bill that 
would grant lieutenants and lieutenants 
(junior grade) selected for promotion to 
the next higher rank, who, because of 
physical disability, were not promoted 
and were retired prior to June 23, 1938, 
advancement to the next higher rank on 
the retired list with seventy-five percent 
of the pay of the higher rank. 

Secretary of the Navy Claude A. 
Swanson, in recommending unfavorably, 
declared that the Navy is opposed to 
retroactive changes in the personnel laws 
on the ground that “an unstable and un- 
desirable condition would result.” He 
also pointed out that if the legislation 
were enacted, officers in other grades and 
in the staff corps, who were retired under 
similar conditions before the passage of 
the 1938 Act, would be discriminated 
against. 

The Secretary’s letter is as follows: 

The purpose of the bill H. R. 5020 is to 
provide that officers of the grades of lHeu- 
tenant and Heutenant (junior grade) selected 
for promotion to the next higher grades 
subsequent to May 29, 1934, and who, be- 
cause of physical disability, were not pro- 
moted but were retired prior to June 23, 
1938, shall be advanced on the retired list 
to the rank for which seeleted with seventy- 
five per centum of the pay of such rank, 

Under provisions of law existing prior to 
June 23, 1938, it was provided that officers 
selected for promotion who failed on physical 
examination for promotion should be re- 
tired In the grade in which serving at the 
time of retirement. The Act of June 23, 1938, 
(52 Stat. 944) provided that officers on a 
promotion list who fail physically on exami- 
nation for promotion are entitled to retire- 
ment with the rank and pay of the grade for 
which selected, 

Thus, the bill H, R, 5020 would, if enacted, 
have the effect of making the Act of June 23, 
1938, retroactive to May 29, 1934. This would 
result in the advancement of nine officers one 
grade on the retired list. That number of 
officers would be accorded preferential treat- 
ment which would be denied a number of 
other officers who have been, or may be, re- 
tired on account of physical disability while 
on promotion lists. 

Those who would be denied this preferen- 
tial treatment are officers of the line selected 
for promotion to the grades of rear admiral, 
captain, and commander, subsequent to 
August, 1916, and prior to June, 1938, as well 
as officers of the staff corps selected since 
July, 1918, or who may hereafter be selected. 

If enacted, the bill H. R. 5020 would result 
in an annual increased cost to the Govern- 
ment of $1,413.75, 

The Navy Department is opposed to the 
principle of applying changes in the per- 
sonnel laws retroactively since an unstable 
and undesirable condition would result and, 
therefore, recommends against enactment of 
the bill H. R. 5020.

IN RELIEVING MAJ. GEN. BLANTON WINSIIIP from the Governorship of 
Puerto Rico, and appointing Adm. William Dy. Leahy as his successor, the President 
is pursuing the policy he inaugurated of placing proven administrators in charge of 
this strategic Carribean Sea outpost. By reason of its geographical situation, Puerto 
Rico, at the northeast corner of the Carribean Sea, provides an excellent point of 
defense for continental United States and the Panama Canal against Muropean attack, 
The Navy always has regarded the Carribean Sea as of primary importance to us, 
ond the Army General Staff, now that the Militury Establishment is provided with 
suflicient strength and funds, has created the Department of Puerto Rico. Strategical 
ly the Department will rank in importance with that of Ilawaii. Just as the latter 
has its population problem, so has Puerto Rico. Realizing that the resources of the 
Island were inadequate to care for its inhabitants, General Winship, after taking 
charge, devoted himself to improving economic, as well as social and cultural condi- 
tions. He promoted local industries and developed others, brought ship and aviation 
lines to the Ishind, attracted tourists, obtained PWA and WPA funds, improved the 
state of labor, and engaged in other activities designed to add to the welfare of the 
people, The popular demonstration from coast to coast on the occasion of the attempt 
to assassinate him at Ponce—"What damned poor shots they are !’—was proof of the 
deep regard and esteem in which the Islanders held him, It is unfortunate that his 
relief followed an attack upon him in the House by Representative Marcantino of 
New York. The attack was based upon a charge by a self-proclaimed CLO leader that 
the Governor in conspiracy with the sugar Centrales and needlework sweat shops, 
had nullified the Wage-llour Act. It was answered by the Puerto Rican Delegate, Mr. 
Iglesias, who paid high tribute to Gen. Winship’s fair and impartial treatment of 
labor, and declared that appreciation of what he had done would remain forever in 
the hearts of his people. In relieving the General, the President warmly commended 
him for his outstanding accomplishments. In the light of popular and presidential 
approval, General Winship in retiring can feel that he has performed a hard duty 
with the same efficiency that he discharged his missions on the active list of the Army. 


ALTHOUGIL THE UNITED STATES has embarked upon a huge program of 
expansion in materiel, personnel, and research in one branch of the science of military 
neronautics—heavier-thamair—we continue to neglect the lighter-than-air branch in 
which nature has given us a particular advantage in the form of our helium resources. 
The decision, announced this week at the White Tlouse, that the Navy will not procure 
even a small dirigible under the existing authorization to purchase a 3,000,000 cubie 
foot airship appears to fall in line with the inertia which has lately marked the Navy 
Department in carrying out the policy which assigned to it the task of developing 
lighter-than-aircraft. Since the loss of the Akron and the Macon the Department's 
policy has been to do nothing and to make no commitments. An eminent group, headed 
by Professor William F. Durand, of Stanford University, spent many months going 
into the lighter-than-air problem at the request of Secretary Swanson, It reported 
“that the best interests of the services in which airships give promise of useful and 
effective service, both commercial and naval, require a continuing program of con- 
struction and use.” But nothing was done, The Bureau of Aeronautics a number of 
times recommended that a dirigible be purchased to replace the Los Angeles. Next 
the Department asked the General Bosrd to make a study and that body spent 
several months delving into the subjeet. Its report has never seen the light of day, 
but it has been stated und not denied that it, recommended that an 
other dirigible be procured. The Business Advisory committee of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, reported to the Secretary of Commerce that lighter-than-air de 
velopment in the United States should be resumed and even went so far as to state 
that the Navy should resume its work for the good of commercial as well as National 
Defense interests. Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, who is today advising the Government 
on its research facilities, not so long ago told a congressional committee that “to stop 
today developing lighter-than-air, after the amount of money and effort and the 
number of lives spent and lost, to my mind, would be a great mistake.” Thus, while 
all the evidence and expert advice tells us to go ahead, the Navy and the Administra- 
tion are holding back.

HE first reorganization of the Na- 

tional Guard to bring that component 
of the National Defense Arm into con- 
formity with the Regular Army has been 
recommended to the General Staff. Ree- 
ommendations of the National Guard Bu- 
reau ure for abolition of the howitzer 
company of all infantry regiments and its 
incorporation in the regimental headquar- 
ters companies as an antitank platoon, 

If recommendations of the bureau be 
carried out, the reorganization will be 
effected in either of two ways, depending 
upon local conditions. One method will 
be to have at one station the company 
headquarters, the antitank platoon and 
the intelligence platoon, and at the sec- 
ond station the communications platoon. 
The second method will be for the com 
pany headquarters and the intelligence 
and communications platoons to be at one 
station, and the antitank platoon at the 
second. 

Reorganization will leave two surplus 
officers, a captain and a second lieutenant 
of the old howitzer company. These will 
be carried in either company headquar 
ters, the antitank platoon or the com 
munications platoon until they are ab 
sorbed, 

Recommendations of the National 
Guard Bureau are that no officer or man 
should be demoted or forced out as the 
result of reorganization, 

The new strength of headquarters com 
pany at both stations will be 10S enlisted 
men, Which with the allowable 10° per 
cent, will be 119 men. Since the howitzer 
and present headquarters companies each 
have 66 men, there will be a= surplus 
through reorganization. This will also 
be carried until absorbed. 

The proposed reorganization, though, 
will not bring the National Guard In 
fantry into complete alignment with the 
Regular Army arm. The present setup 
for each regiment is 1S companies—head- 
quarters, howitzer, service (with band 
three battalion headquarters 
companies, nine rifle companies, three to 
a battalion, and three machine gun com- 
panies, one to a battalion. 

The new Regular Army infantry regi 
ment has only 14 companies. There is the 
regimental headquarters company and 
service company and in each battalion 
three rifle and one heavy weapons com 
panies. 

Plans for reorganization of the Cavalry 
and Field Artillery are also being made, 
but studies have not vet reached the point 
Where recommendations can be made, 
The order this week, reorganizing the 
Coast Artillery of the Regular Army, will 
also be studied by the National Guard. 

Plans for use of the National Guard 
in war require it to be organized along 
the lines of the Regular Army, since it 
is intended that, upon declaration of an 
emergency, the Guard will immediately 
he brought to peace strength, and then 
turned over to the Regular Army to be 
expanded to war strength.

Foreign Affairs—Before the House Appropriations sub-committee on the State De- 
partment, Secretary Hull testified that America’s “vital interests are being threatened 
in a number of places and to an increasingly alarming degree.” So far as the printed 
record is concerned, Mr. Hull made no explanation of this conclusion. However, it is 
known that what he had in mind is the danger of war in Europe, which would gravely 
affect the United States, German and Italian diplomatic and propaganda activity in 
South America, and Japanese operations in China, : 

As to Europe, the surface lull gives no indication of the boiling in progress below. 
Great Britain has continued her feelers to Russia in the hope of inducing that Gov- 
ernment to join in resisting Axis aggression, but Moscow has countered with pro- 
posals that London cannot accept. The British and French are still hopeful that some 
kind of a compromise can be developed, which will impress Germany and Italy with 
the strength they must face. It is obvious, however, that Stalin and his associates 
are not prepared to offend Hitler by participating in an encirclement alliance, and the 
diplomatic backing and filling in which they have engaged lends confirmation to the 
report that they are using the British negotiations to improve their opportunities for 
concessions from the Germans. The three Scandinavian States, Norway, Sweden and 
Finland, have rejected the Hitler non-aggression pact proposal, and announced their 
purpose to be strictly neutral between the great Powers, but Denmark, which has 
a latent border dispute with Germany concluded it was the part of wisdom for her 
to accept. In order to pacify the Arab world, and thus counter the propaganda of 
Italy and Germany, the British Government has interpreted the Balfour Declaration 
as meaning that Palestine should not be converted into a Jewish state against the 
will of the Arab population of the country. It has specifically asserted that it is not 
a part of its policy that Palestine should become a Jewish State. This ends the dream 
of a Jewish homeland, The present intention of London is to see that Palestine ulti- 
mately shall become independent. Aroused by the announcement, the Jews are strongly 
protesting against the Jewish minority in Palestine being placed at the mercy of the 
Arab majority, are alleging that the result will be a territorial Ghetto, and are 
criticising the proposed restriction of immigration at a time when people of their 
faith are suffering maltreatment in Germany, Italy and other countries of the Old 
World. It is clear that in these dangerous times the British Government felt it must 
choose between the Jews and the Arabs, and concluded that imperial interests re- 
quired a decision in favor of the latter. 

The Far East took first place in interest during the week as a result of Japanese 
occupation of the International Settlement at Amoy, undoubtedly intended as a 
precedent for like action and control of the International Settlement at Shanghai. 
Immediately following the Japanese operation, the Marblehead and Bulmer landed 
detachments, and British and French warships present followed suit. Simultaneously, 
the United Stutes sent a strong note to Japan rejecting suggestions from that Govern- 
ment for the revision of the Land Regulations and improvement of the administrative 
machinery of the Shanghai Settlement. The abnormal conditions at Shanghai, in the 
view of our Government, totally lack a basis for a discussion looking toward an 
orderly settlement of the complicated problems involved. It is appreciated that the 
international settlements in China, particularly that at Shanghai, present oppor- 
tunities for inflaming relations between Japan and the western states, but their im- 
portance for trading purposes is such that those states are determined to maintain 
the rights in connection with them which they now possess. 

President Roosevelt will make a trip to the San Francisco Exposition next month. 
It is understood that crossing the country he will further explain his foreign policy. 
In the meantime, Congress is continuing to consider amendments to the neutrality 
law, but the division to date is such that no real progress toward a compromise bill has 
been made. 











Argentine Beef—President Roosevelt’s statement last week advocating the purchase 
of canned beef from the Argentine for consumption by the Navy stirred up a spirited 
fight in both houses of Congress. Mid-western, southern and far-western representa- 
tives and senators from beef producing states took the floor in both houses to condemn 
the President’s statement. As a result, an amendment was added to the Navy Appro- 
priation Bill for 1940 prohibiting the purchase of the Argentine meat. Representative 
Ilorton, of Wyoming, told the Ilouse that “There are no cattle on the face of the earth 
that can approach in quality the good old, range bred, Corn Belt fed cattle of this 
country.” Representative Coffee, of Nebraska declared, “I want it known that I highly 
resent the statement made and the action taken by the President of the United States 
in reference to the purchase of Argentine beef. The American livestock producers 
are entitled to the American market, and any effort to encourage increased importa- 
tions of Argentine beef into this country will meet with strenuous opposition.” Nearly 
every Senator and Representative from cattle areas availed himself of the pages 
of the Congressional Record to criticize the President’s statement that Argentine 
corned beef is cheaper and better than American canned beef. 


Qualifying with New Semi-automatic Rifle—Crack shots in the Army will welcome 
the change in qualification scores for the MI rifle (the new Garand semi-automatic) 
which will enable them to qualify as expert riflemen with reduced scores. According 
to instructions issued this week from the office of the Adjutant General of the Army 
at Washington, D. C., the new score required to qualify as expert on Coure A is 192 
out of a possible 300. The former score required was 203 out of a possible 300. Soldiers 
who are qualified as experts are entitled to additional pay of five dollars per month. 
Sharpshooters do not fare so well in the Course A firing. Their new score to qualify 
requires 180 out of a possible 300, where they formerly needed but 175. There is no 
change in the qualifying score for marksmen in Course A. It still requires 140 out of 
a possible 300. 

Course B requirements for expert riflemen have been changed to 174, compared 
to the former 186. Sharpshooters, whose pay is raised three dollars per month when 
qualified, must hit 164 instead of the former 160. Marksmen, to qualify under the 
new score requirements, need but 128 instead of the previous 135 to increase their 
pay two dollars per month. 

Expert riflemen shooting Course C benefit by twelve points. The new score 
required is 122 and the old was 130. In firing for qualification as Sharpshooter on 
Course C, 115 points are needed, or five points more than the former 110. Marks- 
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men’s qualification scores are raised five points from 85 to 90 under the new 
rergulations. 

Firing Course D, expert riflemen are given the benefit of eleven points, qualifying 
with 139 compared to 148 under the former regulations. Sharpshooters again lose in 
favor of the new requirements by being compelled to make 131 points, or eleven 
more than the old score of 120. Marksmen likewise are on the losing end by twelve 
points difference between the old score of 90 points and the new one of 102 points 
out of a possible 300, 


Construction of naval vessels—Statistics released this week indicate that the Navy 
Yards at New York and Philadelphia are now a month and a half behind schedule 
on the construction of the 35,000 ton battleships North Carolina and Washington. 
The North Carolina was scheduled to be completed on Sept. 1, 1941, but the New York 
Yard reports that, as of May 1, 1939, she will not be completed until Oct. 15, 1941. The 
Washington, building at Philadelphia, was scheduled to be completed on Dee. 1, 1941, 
but the latest progress report states that the vessel will not be completed before Jan. 
15, 1942. The keel of the North Carolina was laid on Oct. 27, 1937 and the keel of the 
Washington was laid on June 14, 1938. The North Carolina is listed as being 43 percent 
complete in hull and 12.5 percent complete in machinery. The Washington is listed 
as being 32.4 percent complete in hull and 9.8 percent complete in machinery. Four 
other battleships, the South Dakota, Indiana, Massachusetts and Alabama, have not 
yet been laid down. The South Dakota, contracted to the New York Shipbuilding 
Company, is scheduled to be completed on April 15, 1943, the Indiana, contracted to 
the Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock Company, is scheduled to be completed 
at the same time, the Massachusetts, contracted to the Bethlehem Steel Corporation, 
is scheduled to be completed on July 15, 1943 and the Alabama, contracted to the 
Norfolk Navy Yard, is scheduled to be completed on Aug. 1, 1948. 

Major delay is in the completion of the aircraft carrier Wasp. The Wasp was laid 
down on April 1, 1986 at Quincey, Mass. She was launched on April 4, 1939, and the 
latest progress report states that she will not be completed until April, 1940. The con- 
tract called for her completion on Nov, 25, 1939. 

The light cruisers St. Louis and Helena are also slightly behind schedule. The 
St. Louis, building at Quincy, was laid down on Dec. 10, 1936 and is not scheduled 
to be completed until May 25, 1939, three months behind contract. The Helena was laid 
down on Dee, 9, 1936, at the New York Navy Yard and scheduled to be completed on 
July 18, 1939. However, reports states that she will not be complete until Noy. 2, 1939. 

The light cruisers Atlanta, Juneau, San Diego and San Juan have not yet been laid 
down. 

In the submarine category, considerably better progress is being made. The 
Spearfish was laid down at the Electric Boat Company, Groton, Conn., on Sept. 9, 1937, 
and was launched on Oct, 29, 1938, one year and twenty days later. She will be com- 
plete on July 17, 1939, 3 months ahead of contract. The Squalus, laid down at Ports- 
mouth on Oct, 18, 1937, is scheduled to be completed on May 15, 1939, fifteen days 
ahead of schedule. The Swordfish, laid down at Mare Island on Oct. 27, 1937 and 
launched on April 1, 1939, will be completed on Sept. 30, 1939, one month behind con- 
tract. The Seadragon, laid down at the Electric Boat Company on April 18, 1938, was 
launched on April 21, 1939, requiring slightly more than a year to build. She will be 
completed on Oct. 9, 1939, three months ahead of contract. The Sealion, also building 
at the Electric Boat Company, is reported as four months ahead of schedule and will 
he completed about Novy. 27, 1939. The Searaven and the Seawolf, building at Ports- 
mouth, are reported on schedule and will be complete on Feb. 1, 1940 and April 1, 19490, 
respectively. The Tambour, Tautog and Thresher, building at the Electric Boat Com- 
pany, are all over five months ahead of schedule at the present time. The Tambour, 
contracted to be completed on Jan. 2, 1941, is reported progressing toward completion 
on Aug. 5, 1940. The Tautog, scheduled to be completed on March 2, 1941, is reported 
approaching completion on Oct. 7, 1940. The Thresher, scheduled to be completed 
on May 2, 1941, is reported building at a rate that forcasts completion on Dee. 2, 1940. 
The submarines Triton and Trout are building at Portsmouth and the Tuna at Mare 
Island. They will, according to progress reports, be completed on time on March 1, 
1941 for the Triton and May 1, 1941 for the Trout and Tuna. 

The destroyers under construction, of which there are 34, are nearly all slightly 
behind contract. However, in most instances it is only a matter of a few weeks. The 
destroyer tender Dixie, laid down on March 17, 1988 and scheduled for completion on 
Oct. 27, 1940, is nearly four months ahead of schedule. She is building at the New 
York Shipbuilding Company. Her sister ship, the Prairie, building at the same yard, 
is reported on time and will be complete on Oct. 14, 1940. The mine sweepers Raven 
and Osprey, building at Norfolk, are scheduled to be complete on Sept. 1 and Noy. 1, 
1940 respectively. The submarine tender Fulton, building at Mare Island, is scheduled 
for completion on Sept. 1, 1941. The fleet tugs Navajo, Seminole and Cherokee, build- 
ing at the Bethlehem Steel Co., are scheduled for completion on Feb. 15, April 15, and 
June 15, 1940, respectively. The seaplane tenders Curtiss and Albmarle, building at 
the New York Shipbuilding Corporation and the Barnegat and Biscayne, building at 
the Puget Sound Navy Yard, are all scheduled for completion on June 14, 1941. These 
vessels are the first in the Navy to be designed expressly for seaplane tending, and 
their construction is apt to lag due to new ideas developed since the plans were drawn. 


Chemical Warfare Service—Graduation exercises will be held May 27 for the 54 
non-commissioned officers of the Chemical Warfare School at Edgewood Arsenal. 
Included among the NCO’s who began the course April 2 are 27 men of the Chemical 
Warfare Service, 4 of the Infantry, one each from Field Artillery, Coast Artillery 
and Medical Department, 6 from the Marine Corps and 14 from the Navy. 

Maj. J. B, Fisher, graduating from the Army Industrial College next month, 
after a short leave will go to the Chemical Warfare Service School at Edgewood, 
while Maj. Walter J. Ungethuem, also a graduate of the college, will be detailed to 
the arsenal. 

Three officers will go to the Industrial College from CWS next fall: Maj. Charles 
E. Loucks, now at Edgewood ; Maj. Ralph C. Benner, of the Office Chief of Chemical 
Warfare Service, and Capt. Leonard M. Johnson, of the Chemical Warfare Board. 


Ultimate Battleship—During the current session of Congress, the numerous pro- 
visions for drydocks to supplement the ones now available for the use of the fleet has 
focused attention on the “ultimate” in battleship tonnage for the United States Navy. 
Navy officials have been careful to distinguish for the benefit of Congressional com- 
mittees the difference between 45,000 ton battleships and “ultimate” battleships. How- 
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ever, as yet no figure has been cited to Congress as the ultimate in capital ship 
construction for the United States. Navy officials said this week that the largest 
battleship which could, so far as modern warship design can determine, pass through 
the Panama Canal would be 52,000 tons, This factor, they said, limited the expan- 
sion in battleship tonnage for the Navy. However, these same authorities declared 
that with propulsion machinery rapidly developing, it would be entirely possible to 
construct a battleship of between seventy and seventy-five thousand tons. Such a 
vessel, they concede, appears to have no place in the modern Naval scene. 


Aireraft Engines—<Assistant Secretary of War Louis Johnson, announced this 
week the development of the world’s largest und most powerful air-cooled aircraft 
engine. The engine was developed by a civilian commercial concern with the as- 
sistance of the Army Air Corps. The new engine, known as the Duplex Cyclone, is 
a double-row, air-cooled radial, with its eighteen cylinders arranged in two rows of 
nine cylinders each. Rated at 2,000 h.p., it is 500 h.p. more powerful than the 1,500 h.p. 
Double row Cyclone 14 which has the highest power rating ever accorded an American- 
built air-cooled radial engine by the Civil Aeronautics Authority. Developed from the 
Double-row Cyclone 14, the Duplex-Cyclone has four more cylinders than the 1,500 
h.p. model and is, as its name implies, virtually two nine cylinder engines built on one 
crankease with a common crankshaft. 

The Duplex-Cyclone has been under development for the past two years. It will 
be displayed to the general public for the first time in the Army Air Corps exhibit in 
the Aviation Building at the New York World's Fair which will open on May 20. The 
first commercial application of the new 2,000 h.p., engine has been made in a long 
range flying boat which carries 52 passengers and a crew of five. This ship, which 
was flown for the first time last week is powered by two of the new Duplex-Cyclones. 


Lengthening of Navy Enlistment tour—Announcement by the Navy Department 
that after July 1 enlistments would be for a first term of six years instead of four, 
has resulted in a negligible amount of withdrawals by applicants, it was learned this 
week. On the basis of first reports by recruiting officers, it was discovered that Spring 
field, Mass., had no withdrawals of applicants, while New York had two, out of 80 
applicants contacted. 

“In the Central Division, which includes the States of North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, Minnesota, lowa, Missouri, Wisconsin, IHlinois, Michigan, 
Indiana and Ohio, the six-year enlistment has been very favorably received,” the 
Department said. 

St. Louis, to date, had 18 withdrawals out of 201 applicants, or about nine per 
cent. The total waiting list in St. Louis is 35S Class A applicants, and it is expected 
that when the entire list has been contacted the withdrawals may amount to 10 per 
cent. Since about 17 per cent of the total list are youths under 18 years of age, 
whose enlistments also will be discontinued, the percentage of withdrawals because 
of the increased length of enlistment becomes very small. Lt. Guy 1. Helmick, recruit 
ing officer at St. Louis, which stands first in the United States in the number of men 
enlisted for the Navy, stated with regard to withdrawals, “Strange to say, most of the 
18 who do not wish to enlist are not those that I considered among the best of our 
waiting list.” 


American Air Situation—Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, Air-Res., who was recalled to 
active duty to make a survey of the aircraft facilities of the United States, told a 
subcommittee of the Ilouse Appropriations Committee this week that the United 
States is in no danger of aerial attack from abroad. Colonel Lindbergh said that 
foreign powers have not developed long range bombers that would constitute a threat 
to the United States and stated that the United States is far ahead of the other 
nutions of the world in the development of long range ships. 

Colonel Lindbergh told the committee that the present air expansion is adequate 
and that the United States should not concern itself so much with the development 
of numbers of ships as it should with types of ships. Ile stated that in his opinion 
much more attention should be paid to aeronautical research and laboratory work. 

Members of the committee said that Colonel Lindbergh testified that in all types 
with the exception of bombers, the United States is excelled by foreign powers, 
Members of the committee said that as a result of his testimony, more funds probably 
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will be allotted for experimental work at Wright Field and elsewhere, Several mem- 
bers declared that they were greatly impressed by Colonel Lindbergh's “calm, dis 
passionate” appraisal of the world aviation situation, 


Army Medical Department—Bids for construction of the first unit of the Naval 
Medical Center at Bethesda, Md., will probably be asked by the Navy Department 
next month, and construction started soon after the beginning of the new fiscal year. 
Included in the initial unit will be the 250-foot tower to which objections were 
raised by the National Capital Park and Planning Commission, Plans are complete 
enough to ask for bids, except for minor details of design in the top of the tower, 
Which will house the elevator machinery, 

The tower design, becoming a standard feature in hospitals, is intended to pro 
vide as much air and light as possible for patients being treated for certain illnesses. 
A 200-foot difference in altitude in a locality as near sea level as Washington causes 
an appreciable variation in atmospheric conditions. Dominating the whole center, 
the tower unit will stand approximately in the middle of the 241-acre tract on which 
the medical center will be located. It will be about GOO feet back from the street, 
and will face upon a mall, paralleling which two roadways will lead to Wisconsin 
Avenue, where an entrance and entrance plaza will be constructed, Curving drives 
Will lead to other buildings and to parking areas. 


Navy Line Changes—Capt. John R. Beardall, aide to the Secretary of the Navy, 
this week was issued orders to command the USS Vincennes, heavy cruiser, Capt. 
Irving H. Mayfield, now member of the examining board, Navy Department, will sue- 
ceed Captain Beardall as aide to the Secretary. The present commanding oflicer of 
the Vincennes, Capt. Lemuel M. Stevens, has been ordered to duty as captain of the 
New York Navy Yard. Captain Beardall has been aide to the Secretary since 
May 1, 1936. ; 

Capt. Cortlandt C. Baughman was detached Monday from duty as a member of 
the naval examining board, In June he will assume command of the USS New Mexico, 
relieving Capt. Walter F. Jacobs, who will be a member of the next advanced class 
at the Naval War College. 


Navy Supply Corps—The following oflicers of the Navy Supply Corps have been 
selected for postgraduate instruction: Lt. Peyton P. Callaway (SC) and Lt. (jg) 
Arnold J. Carlson (SC), to Harvard University, Cambridge, Mass.; Lt. (jg) Huh L. 
Hendrick (SC), to Babson Institute, Babson Park, Mass., and Lt. (jg) Roy G. Buck 
(SC), to Lowell Textile Institute, Lowell, Mass, 


Mosquito Boat Bids Asked—The Navy Department this week asked bids for con- 
struction of nine “mosquito” boats on plans evolved as a result of the recent design 
competitions, as well as a few plans drafted by the Navy's own Construction Corps. 
To be constructed are four 59-foot wooden motor torpedo boats; two 81-foot wooden 
motor torpedo boats; two 110-foot submarine chasers, and one 170-foot submarine 
chaser. 

Invitations have been sent to a comprehensive list of about 230 boat and smaller 
shipbuilding companies, and other builders interested may obtain schedules from 
the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, Bids will be opened here at 10 a.m., May 25,

Secretary Woodring’s Testimony 

The hearing was opened by Secretary 
Woodring who testified as follows: 

“Por a number of years the War Depart- 
ment has been confronted with the problem 
of vitalizing the officer corps of the Army. 
The predisposing cause of the need of such 
netion had its Inception in the large increase 
in the strength of the Regular Army immedi- 
ately after the World War. 

“It was a natural procedure to increase the 
commissioned strength from those who had 
in the Army during that War. The 
wisdom of tInduecting such a large number 
into the commissioned ranks of the regular 
service In grades from second lieutenant to 
that of major at one time, without regard to 
future congestion, all with war service em- 
braced within «a span of two years and ages 
ranging from 21 to 45 years, need not be dis- 
cussed here. The fact remains that this was 
aecomplished and a so-called World War 
hump came info existence, With the span of 
years it has become increasingly difficult to 
adjust within that group opportunities for 
development of the individual, which must 
of timely promotion and experience 
euch grade, synehronized as to age 
so to insure vigorous and experienced 
leaders thronghout the chain of command 
and responsibility. 

“The situation has now become acute, and 
is likewise affecting adversely officers of the 
post-war group,

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“The trend of international events in 
fluenced timely action on the part of the 
President in reorienting our people as to 


National Defense requirements, Our mission 
remains the same, Le. the defense of our 
country, but the great reduction of the ele- 
ments of time and space made possible by 
modern sclence has broadened our field of 
action so as to-embrace if need be the West- 


ern Hemisphere. The Congress has been 
venerous in providing the authority and 
funds to make necessary increases in the 


strength of the Army, and likewise In provid- 
ing essential materiel, facilities for research 
and the edueation of industry in speeding 
up production of non-commercial items in 
event of need, These things are now in the 
process of accomplishment to vitalize our de- 
fense mensures, including the revamping of 
our Tables of Organization to handle our 
modernized weapons more efficiently, 

“The next step is to vitalize our officer 
personnel in order to insure efficient leader- 
ship of our armies in peace and war. Various 
methods have been studied in an effort to 
solve this problem. In all of these studies 
we have been guided by the principle of fair- 
ness to the individual, but always bearing 
in mind that the interests of the Army as a 
whole must dominate, 

“We have considered promotion by selec- 
tion and have discarded it for the reason that 
we have no common yardstick in similarity 
of service to determine the most efficient. To 
adopt such a system for the Army would 
create much bitterness in the service and in- 
troduce favoritism and all the ills of political 
influence, 

“We have considered ‘selection out’ for the 
least efficient, and again we find a lack of a 
common yardstick to gauge the least efficient, 
The star chamber proceedings necessary to 
effect such a system would likewise react 
unfavorably on the morale of the service. 

“We have likewise considered the creation 
of a non-promotion group—in other words, 
as officers become too old in grade, retain 
them in the active list but remove them from 
promotion, filling the vacancies thus created 
by juniors of proper age. This would like- 
wise be destructive of morale. Seniors would 
be serving under their former juniors. Fur- 
thermore, the field grades, now excessive, 
would be further increased, and the question 
of finding appropriate assignments for the 
non-promotion group would soon become an 
administrative problem impossible of solu- 
tion. It would constitute legislation for the 
sole interest of officers over-age-in-grade 
without adding to the efficiency of the ser- 
vice. In fact, it would be detrimental to that 


efficiency.

in no sense drastic, in fact they compare 
most favorably with forced retirements in 


the armies of other World Powers, I am fully 
convineed that such a system, the details of 
which will be explained to you by General 
Gasser, will work no undue hardship on any 
individual, and will result in inereasing the 
efficiency of our officer corps, which is 
synonymous with the efficiency of the Army 
as a whole. 

“Since the introduction of H. R. 6069, it has 
been found that certain amendments are de- 
sirable. One fixes definite limits to the retire- 
ment ages in grades. The others are clarify- 
ing amendments. These will be introduced 
and explained in detail by General Gasser. 
They have my full approval and I recommend 
they be adopted by the Committee. 

“T consider that I would have been remiss 
in my duties as Secretary of War if T had 
not presented this situation to the President 
and to the Congress. I would like to add 
here that the President is in full accord with 
the provisions of this measure. 

“Many of the members of this Committee 
who have had World War experience will 
realize the need for the vitalization measure 
now under consideration. The World War 
records contain cablegrams from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the American Expedition- 
ary Forces in France, stressing the need for 
young and vigorous commanders. His cable- 
grams in that regard will be communicated 
to you later in the hearings. In advocating the 
enactment of H. R. 6069, I can do no better 
than give the following quotations from one 
of General Pershing’s pleas for young com- 
manders: 

“*Personal considerations cannot be taken 
into account. Individual desires and records 
of long and faithful service are not sufficient 
to warrant our overlooking the stern require- 
ments of war. We cannot listen to theory or 
take into consideration the few isolated ex- 
ceptions where old men have commanded in 
past wars. The spirit of the mission requires 
youth and vigor in commanders. The fine 
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personnel in the ranks demand the best lead- 
ership we can find,’ ” 
General Gasser ‘Testifies 

Following Secretary Woodring, General 
Gasser gave a detailed statement on the 
bill. His testimony was interrupted by 
Representative Ewing Thomason, of Tex., 
who asked whether or not the Army has 
discriminated against World War officers 
in the past and whether or not the pres- 
ent bill discriminates against them. Gen- 
eral Gasser replied that “We are not after 
the World War group per se, as has been 
alleged.” He went on to say that the 
provisions of the bill would first affect 
pre-World War officers, of which he is 
one. “You are not losing these men,” Gen- 
eral Gasser continued, “You are giving 
them a retainer and they will be avail- 
able.” Representative Albert G. Ruther- 
ford, of Pa., asked General Gasser how 
the bill will affect him. “I will go out,” 
General Gasser replied. 

Representative Stephen Pace, of Ga., 
queried General Gasser as to how long it 
would take to clear the promotion stag- 
nation if the bill is not enacted. “Twenty- 
three years,” General Gasser stated, “and 
then you would have another promotion 
hump approaching.” He continued to 
point out that the War Department is 
faced with the alternative of reducing the 
present hump or reducing the hump that 
will be caused by the avalanche of pro- 
motions that will ensue when the present 
large groups of over-age officers retire. 

Representative Thomason stated that 
the Government seems to be having quite 
a little trouble with surpluses and asked

Continuing his discussion of the 
effect of the legislation on individuals, he

retired under the provisions of this act. 
There is no doubt about that. But you 
still have them if you need them.” He 
stated that regardless of the action on the 
bill, “sometime we will have to pay the 
price.” 

Preparation of Younger Officers 

Secretary Woodring, at this point in 
the discussion, arose and told the com 
mittee that if the officers in the hump are 
not retired now, when they do retire so 
many vacancies in the field grades will be 
created that junior officers will shoot up 
to high ranks for which they are not pre 
pared, creating a very unfavorable situa- 
tion. 

General Gasser recalled that if the 1935 
promotion act had not been passed, the 
situation would be much more acute, with 
a tremendous number of officers stag- 
nated in the rank of lieutenant and with 
very few of the post-war Military 
Academy graduates in the rank of cap- 
tain. 

Representative Thomason returned to 
the question of World War officers and 
asked “Why has the promotion of World 
War officers been much lower than that 
of West Point graduates?” General Gas-

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ser replied that, on the contrary, the per 
centage is in favor of the World War 
officers over pre-war graduates of the 
Military Academy. He declared, “There 
never has been discrimination in the 
Army. I am not a West Point graduate 
myself and IT have never seen any evidence 
of discrimination. I have never even 
heard it alleged in the service.” Repre 
sentative Thomason said that he had 
heard some rumors of discrimination, and 
General retorted that such 
rumors were “absolutely erroneous.”

Representative Pace asked what the 
Army proposed to do with the retired 
officers in the event of war. General Gas 
ser replied that they would be assigned 
to training and administrative duty. Mr. 
Pace suggested that they might be em 
ployed on active duty. General Gasser 
declared that an Army at war needs 
young, active officers, and that in time of 
peace, young officers must be given train 
ing opportunities now denied them, 

Representative Overton Brooks, of La., 
brought up the question of selection and 
asked why some system of selection could 
not be worked out to give able junior offi 
cers a chance to advance. General Gasser 
replied that selection is fraught with pos 
sibilities of polities and favoritism. 

The question of how the hump origi 
nated was injected into the hearing by 
Representative John J. Sparkman, of Ala. 
General Gasser said that the induction of 
a large number of officers of nearly equal 
age Was now recognized to be a costly mis 
take, and pointed out that in the expan 
sion of the Army now becoming effective, 
the induction period is spread over ten 
years. However, he reminded the commit 
tee that regardless of the question of 
whether or not the post-war officer expan 
sion was ill-advised, the question of the 
hump is now facing the War Department 
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und must be solved. 

He was asked why officers scheduled to 
be retired under the bill could not be as 
siened to ROTC. National Guard or other 
training duty. Ile told the committee that 
the various reserve components of the 
Army insist on the services of young, able 
officers that are in touch with the latest 
trends in military tactics. He said that 
the older officers, if assigned to this tyne 
duty, would lose touch with the active 
Army. 

The full text of General Gasser’s state 
ment before the committee follows: 

“The problem of vitalization is one of long 
standing. It results from the so-called World 
War group (the ‘hump’) This ‘hump’ con 
tains officers whose commissioned serviee had 
its origin in the period of two years from 
November 1916 to November 1918. In 1926 it 
consisted of about 5.800 officers: on Oct. 20 
ISS it consisted of 4.288 officers, a shrinkage 
of about 1.500 officers in 12 wears. At the 
present time the ‘hump’ occupies approxi 
mately as much space on the promotion list 
as the entire balance of the promotion list 
officers who have entered the Army from 1920 
to 1987, inelusive, vet the ‘hump’ from top te 
bottom differs in vears of service by only two 
vears and in average age by only three years 
(48 to 46) The range in years. however, is 
from SO te 6. On Oet, 20° 1988, it occupied 
the lower 144 files of the grade of lieutenant 
colonel, the entire 2.750 files of the grade of 
major, and the upper 1504 files of the grade 
of captain 

“This group (the ‘hump') is mot well dis 
tributed, and contains a large number of offi 
cers too old for their gerade The ‘post-war 
yroup. which begins with the United States 
Military Academy elass of 19820, some 1,400 
files down in the list of enptains, consists of 
vearly grroups properly distributed in age 
Ilowever, the stagrnating inflnencee of the 
World War groun holds in check the proper 
ndvancement and development of younger 
officers in that group as well as those of the 
post-war group. It will likewise result in 
an oover-age-in-grade condition increasing 
with each year for the next 15 vears, then ac 
ecelerated promotion for a number of years 
as officers of the hump retire In large num 
bers by reason of age Ilere is an age-in 
grade chart illustrating this condition 

“The Act of July 31, 1985 (49 Stat. 505) 
had for its primary purpose the speeding up 
of promotion of officers in the World War 
hump by ineressing the ratio of field officers 
in the promotion-list group from 26.59 to 
4 It was a mensure of expediency, one 
which temporarily relieved) the promotion 
situation without in any way going to the 
root of the trouble and effecting a permanent 
eure, Section 5 of that Act authorizes retire 
ment of officers of more than 15 and less than 
20 vears of serviee upon their own applica 
tion, with a further proviso that any officers 
of World War service below the gerade of 
major retired under the provisions of thi 
Act would be retired with the rank and pay 
of a major 

“The 10% ratio of field offieer 
the then existing strength of the promotion 
list. did not in itself produce an undue excess 
of field grades, particularly when initial mo 
bilization requirements are considered, The

Liberalized Ketirement 

“The liberalization of the retirement laws 
in the hope of increasing attrition has failed 
to produce any appreciable results, as evi 
denced by the fact that in the past few years 
the retirement rate has been only slightly 
over 24, while the average for the promotion 
list of the Army during the past 60 years 
(less war years) is 3.84% 

“No system of promotion based entirely 
upon the welfare of the individual will pro 
duce efficiency. Age in grade, and opportuni 
ties to exercise command, executive and staff 
functions appropriate to every grade, are es 
sential if we are to produce and maintain an 
officer corps that will meet our requirements 
in event of an emergency The 1985 Act hurt 
no one: everyone was accorded advancement; 
however, it was an expedient and simply 
postponed the day of reckoning. The solution 
which must be forthcoming in the near future 
must subordinate the interests of the indi 
vidual to the interests of the Army. Eventu 
ally, a proper solution will produce a vig 
orous officer list, and the interests of the 
individual and those of the service will both 
be served, 

“With predicted rates of attrition, the 
senior officer of the ‘post-war group’ now 
1,400 files down in the list of captains will 
reach the grade of major in July 1945. At that 





Anticipated Promotions 

In presenting its arguments to the 
Ilouse Military Committee on May 16 in 
support of the Woodring Age-in-Grade 
Retirement Bill, the War Department 
put into the record the following table 
showing the predicted flow of promotion 
if the bill were to go into effect. The table 
is a revision of the one made up earlier 
by the Department and published in the 
ARMY AND Navy JournNAL of May 6. The 
new table is based on later data and 
takes into account the smaller amount of 
attrition afforded by placing an absolute 
bottom on the age limits in each grade

“The present situation makes this career 
impossible for the officers now in the service, 
as well as for those who will enter the service 
hereafter 

Selection Discarded 

“As stated before, the War Department has 

this study for years. We 
promotion by selection and 
for we have no common 
yardstick in similarity of service to gauge 
the relative efficiency of the individuals of 
our officer corps. To adopt that system for 
the Army would create much bitterness in 
the service, Introduce favoritism, and all the 
Ils of political influence, In this connection, 
I desire at this time to quote a statement of 
a former Chief of Staff concerning promotion 
by selection: 

“The academic theory of selection... 
is 100 per cent correct. Its practicability 
is another thing. No logical mind can fail 
to wish the best man the more important 
positions: but when you consider the com- 
position of our Army, seattered over 10,000 
miles, where officers have a completely non- 
homogeneous chance to display their 
ability : where the same commanders do not 
pass upon them, it is impossible to evolve 
any system where favoritism and privilege 
would not be important factors, If you take 
a list of officers, there are a few that practi- 
eally everyone would agree are exceedingly 
fine officers and should be advanced; but 
after you selected those few, it is astonish- 
ing how difficult it becomes to pick out 
what you think are the best ones.’ 

“We have considered selection out for the 
least efficient, and again we find ourselves 
stymied by the same lack of a common yard 
stick to gauge the least efficient. The star 
chamber proceedings necessary to effect such 
nu system would be destructive of morale and 
meet with much resistance in the Army, as 
well as in Congress. The practical difficulties 
which have attended the administration of 
the Class TB} provisions of the National De- 
fense Act are convincing of the greater diffi- 
culties which would be involved in attempt- 
ing to ‘select out’ officers whose records are 
at least ‘satisfactory,’ when officers who have 
heen eliminated by means of Class B can 
bring forward arguments valid enough to se- 
eure serious consideration from Congress on 
the matter of restoring them to the active 
list or retiring them with the stigma of Class 
$ removed, 

“We have likewise considered the creation 
of a non-promotion group-—in other words, 
as officers become too old in grade, retain 
them in the active service but remove them 
from the promotion group, filling the vacan- 
cles thus created by juniors of proper age. 
This would be destructive of morale. Seniors 
would be serving under their former juniors. 
Furthermore, the field grade, now excessive, 
would be further increased, and the question 
of finding appropriate assignments for the 
officer in the non-promotion group would 
soon become an administrative problem im- 
possible of solution,

Limited Service List 

“Basing the transfer to the non-promotion 
xroup on the retirement of age-in-grade pro- 
posed by Hl. R. 6069, our tabulations show 
that by 1945 the limited-service list would 
consist of 874 officers, of whom 209 would be 
colonels, 46 Heutenant colonels, 552 majors, 
and 67 captains, This tabulation is, of course, 
not exact, for no one can prophesy how many 
from this group would have been retired for 
physical disability or eliminated on account 
of death. The possibility of utilizing any 
xroup of officers of that size in a useful man- 
ner in peacetime in connection with activities 
for which the active Army is responsibile is 
very remote, 

“Our argument for vitalization is based 
upon the necessity of providing opportuni- 
ties for the training and development of offi- 
cers on the active list in command, staff, and 
administrative positions throughout the vari- 
ous gradations in rank, synchronized with 
age limitations which will insure the effi- 
clency of our Army in peace and war. On no 
other basis can this legislation be justified.

To attempt to use officers of this group on 
duty with the civilian components would 
bring decided opposition from the National 
Guard, Organized Reserves, and the ROTC, 

“The National Guard and the Organized 
Reserves constitute important elements in 
our plans for National Defense, We conceive 
that the National Guard must be in readiness 
for effective use almost Immediately in event 
of an emergency. The same condition ap- 
plies to a large number of officers in the Re- 
serve Corps. The ROTC constitutes the major 
source of officer replacements for the Organ- 
ized Reserves in the combat units. Tt there 
fore follows that if these components are to 
attain and maintain that degree of efficiency 
essential to their effective use as planned, 
the Regular Army instructional personnel on 
that duty must be thoroughly competent. 
Furthermore, to maintain this instruetional 
ability unimpaired, this instructional person- 
nel must have frequent periods of duty with 
Regular Army active units and in other Reg- 
ular Army assignments to produce the well- 
grounded instructors demanded by the Na- 
tional Guard, the Organized Reserves, and 
the Presidents of educational institutions 
where Reserve Officer Training Corps units 
are established, Furthermore, duty with the 
civilian components constitutes a phase in 
the all-nround development of Army officers 
on the aetive list as much as duty with the 
Regular Army throughout its various activi- 
ties. It is accordingly the view of the War 
Department that any plan to use as instrue- 
tors with the civilian components any appre- 
elable number of officers isolated from = pro- 
motion opportunities would constitute legis- 
lation for the sole interest of officers over- 
age-in-grade without adding to the efficiency 
of the service. In fact, it would be detri- 
mental to that efficiency. 

Forced Attrition Plan 

“After considering all phases of this prob- 
lem, the War Department finally decided upon 
the legislation set forth in Hl. R. 6069. Tt is 
based upon an annual attrition rate In any 
fiscal year of a 4.35 per cent, and will require 
forced separation from the active list of those 
officers who are over-age-in-grade. Specifi- 
eally, this would provide that in the event 
that the annual attrition of promotion-list 
officers in any fiseal year did not reach 4.35 
per cent, the required percentage would be 
obtained by the retirement in order of age of 
officers from 68 to 45 years of age, but no 
colonel less than 60 years of age, no lieu- 
tenant colonel less than 58 years of age, no 
major less than 55, and no officer below the 
grade of major less than 50 would be retired 
under its provisions, except that in any year 
in which the required attrition of 4.35 per 
centum cannot be obtained by the retirement 
of officers within these age limitations, the 
limit for each grade would be reduced sue- 
cessively one year at a time beginning with 
the grade of colonel, until the required per- 
centage 4.35 is obtained. Brigadier Generals 
62 years of age would also be retired in any 
year in which the retirement of promotion- 
list officers 62 years of age was required. 

“Since the presentation of this bill, further 
statistical studies indicate that a forced at- 
trition of 4.35 per cent annually, with a lee- 
way in age limitations of from 68 to 45 years, 
as now provided for in this bill, would be 
unduly drastic in that it might operate even- 
tually in an extreme case in the separation 
of field officers from the service at the low 
age of 45 years. This is not intended, as it

is not desirable to separate any officer from 
the service at that age through foreed attri- 
tion, All the War Depfiartment desires is to 
eliminate officers at the top ages mentioned 
for each grade in an effort to attain the de- 
sirable annual attrition rate of 4.35 per cent 

in other words, in no one year to permit 
attrition to exceed 4.35 per cent. Accordingly, 
the War Department will request the Com- 
mittee to amend the bill so that no colonel 
less than 60 years old, no lieutenant colonel 
less than 58, no major less than 55, and no 
other officer less than 50 would be separated 
under its provisions, although this amend- 
ment may operate in certain years to prevent 
the attainment of the full 4.35 per cent attri- 
tion, 

“The attrition rate of 4.35 per cent is se- 
lected because at that rate an officer who en- 
ters the service as a second lieutenant at the 
average age of 24 will, barring separation in 
the interim, reach the grade of colonel after 
28 years of commissioned service at the aver- 
age age of 52, with proper years of service in 
each grade. The amendment which the War 
Department proposes probably will not per- 
mit us to attain this objective in certain 
years, but HT. R. 6069, with this proposed 
amendment, will go a long way in the accom- 
plishment of the objective sought by the War 
Department. 

Effect on World War Hump 

“In analyzing how this proposed legisla- 
tion would affect the World War hump, we 
find that this group contains many officers 
over-age in grade, but a careful analysis 
shows that more than half of this number 
will be actually benefitted in event of enact- 
ment of the measure under consideration, 
This benefit will be realized through earlier 
promotion to the next grade, and in some 
cases a further increase in one or even two 
grades which could not be realized under 
existing conditions. For instance, all cap- 
tains in the hump who are not eliminated 
will reach the grade of major by June 80, 
143; accordingly, any captain who on June 
30, 1988 was 45 years of age or less would be 
sure of reaching the grade of major. There 
are 1,012, or five-sevenths of the ‘hump’ cap- 
tains in that category. It is estimated that 
the junior officer in the grade of major should 
reach the grade of liéutenant colonel in about 
12 years. All majors below age 45 are there 
fore fairly sure of reaching that grade. 1,150 
majors were age 45 or less on June 30, 1938. 
In addition, many majors between 45 and 54 
who are near the top of the promotion list 
of majors will reach the grades of HNeutenant 
colonel and colonel before retirement. 

“As stated by the Secretary of War, these 
age retirements compare most favorably with 
the age-in-grade forced retirements in the 
armies of other World powers. IT have tabu- 
lated these retirement ages, and they appear 
on sheets which have been distributed to the 
members of the Committee. 

(Note: This tabulation was published on 
page 843 of the Army and Navy Journal of 
May 6, 1939.) 

“The approximate cost of this measure if 
enacted has likewise been distributed to the 
Committee, and at this time is entered in the 
record, These are approximate only. The 
Finance Department of the Army made these 
calculations, and they informed me, as well 
as the Director of the Bureau of the Budget 
at the time of my conference with the Direc- 
tor of the Bureau regarding this measure, 
that these are outside costs, not exceeded in

any year, and probably considerably less in 
some years. 

“The predicted retirement during the next 
six years in event the measure is enacted is 
shown on the exhibit distributed to the Com- 
mittee. This tabulation shows forced separa- 
tions in grade and age in an effort to meet 
the desired 4.35 annual attrition rate. It will 
be noted that in some years the desired at- 
trition cannot be attained due to the age fae- 
tor. Your attention is likewise invited to the 
sheet attached to the exhibit under disens- 
sion. This constitutes a prediction of the 
promotion to be expected during the next 
six years. The key to this calculation is in- 
dicated by the numbers shown in the right 
column, They are the promotion-list num- 
bers in the various grades from captain to 
lieutenant colonel, inclusive, as appearing in 
the Oct, 20, 1938, Army List and Directory. 

Retain Specialists on Active Duty 

“An analysis has been prepared of forced 
separations for each arm and service cover 
ing the next few years, which are the critical 
years, and in every case inconveniences re- 
sulting in the separation from the active list 
will be but temporary. In those isolated 
cases, for instance, where officers are forced 
to retire whose services are still desired on 
account of their special expertness in a par 
ticular line of activity, such as the Judge 
Advocate General's Department or Construct 
ing Quartermasters of the Quartermaster 
Corps, relief can be afforded by requesting 
Congress to appropriate funds to place them 
on active duty for the limited time required 
to train other officers in those specialties. 

“This legislation has been drafted so that 
officers below the grade of colonel with 
World War service will be advanced one 
grade upon the retired list. An amendment 
will be offered later to cover officers who had 
World War service as enlisted men so as to 
bring them under these provisions. All offi 
cers retired under the provisions of such leg- 
islation would be granted retired pay at 
three-fourths the rate of their present active 
pay. 

“Coupled with the age-in-grade legislation 
is a further amendment to freeze the number 
of officers in the field grades at present fig- 
ures until the commissioned strength reaches 
the point when the total number of field offi- 
cers we now have is 34 per cent of the total 
commissioned strength; at that time the per- 
centages in grade will be adjusted to 5 per 
cent colonels, 9 per cent lieutenant colonels, 
and 20 per cent majors. 

“It is realized that legislation of this na- 
ture must of necessity be applied to all con- 
cerned with the expectation that in so doing 
many superior officers will be removed from 
the service at a time when they can perform 
duties adequately, regardless of the fact that 
they are over the maximum age suitable for 
their grade in time of war. However, for the 
good of the Army as a whole it is essential 
that opportunity be provided for the develop 
ment of officers by enabling them to reach in 
creased rank and exercise the greater re- 
sponsibilities incident thereto at ages which 
will insure maximum performance within 
each grade in peace and war. Regardless of 
the promotion and career advantages which 
this legislation will accomplish, its greatest 
necomplishment will be the separation from 
the active list of over-age-in-grade officers. 
The United States is the only great power 
which has not recognized the need of younger 
officers for command,

World War Ages 


“In analyzing the ages of officers who 
served in combat units during the World 
War. the following data is of interest, The 
average age of the World War colonel of a 
combat unit in France was 43 years. The 
average age of the present Regular Army 
colonel is 57 years. The average age of the 


World War lieutenant colonel was 37 years. 
The average age of the present Regular Army 
lieutenant colonel is 49. The average World 
War major was 34 years of age. The average 
age of the present Regular Army major is 
46% years. In other words, the Regular 
Army field officer of today is 13 years older 
than his World War contemporary. Even if all 
the present Regular Army majors could be 
promoted two grades, to that of colonel, in 
the event of war, their average age would be 
3 years greater than that of the World War 
colonel 

“In this connection, IT consider it pertinent 
to quote the following cablegrams received 
from General John J. Pershing, Commanding 
the American Forces in France during the 
World War. The first is from Paris, France 


It is Cable No. 65, dated July 28, 1917. It is 
addressed to The Adjutant General, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and states as follows: 


“*For the Chief of Staff. My observations 
of British French Armies and ox 
acting arduous service conditions at the front 
fully convinees that only officers in full men 
tal and physical vigor should be sent here. 
Contrary course means certain inefficiency in 
our service and possible later humiliation to

officers concerned. General officers must 
undergo extreme efforts in personal super- 
vision of operations in trenches. Very few 


British French Division Commanders over 45 
or Brigadiers over 40. We have too much at 
stake to risk inefliciency through mental or 
physical defects. Strongly recommend condi 
tions be fully considered in making high ap 
pointments and suggest that no officer of 
whatever rank be sent here for active service 
who not strong and robust in every par 
ticular. Officers selected for appointment as 
general officers of line should be those with

Quotes General Pershing 
“The next cable on this subject was sent a 


year later. It is from the Headquarters 
American Expeditionary Forces in France, 
and is dated June 28, 1918. It is likewise ad 


dressed to The Adjutant General. The num 
ber of the cable is 1380, and states as follows: 

““PFor the Chief of Staff and the Secretary 
of War. 


““Paragraph 1 With reference to my 
cablegram 65 regarding the ages of officers 
for higher commands, my own, and more re 
cent experiences of both the French and 
British would bear out the conclusions that 
younger men must be chosen. Monsieur 
Clemenceau himself, who is 76 years of age, 
states that the French greatly erred in re 
taining older officers in command and have 
had to retire them by the hundreds. Without 
exception Pritish and French higher com 
manders have commented unfavorably upon 
ages, physical qualifications of general offi 


cers sent over here for observation with their 
armies and for with our own, Only 
strongest nen can the continuous and 
nerve racking physical strain of battle. 
““Paragraph 2. The severe conditions of 
service in this war have never been equalled, 
and higher officers have never been compelled 
fo perform such arduous work. Their duties

stand 


require intimate personal supervision day 
and night, both in offensive and defensive 
operations. They must spend much time with 


their troops in the trenches to maintain that 





high morale that enailes our soldiers to with 
stand the losses that continuous battle en 
tuils It is idle for us to overlook the ex 
periences of our Allies Practically every 
allied disaster has been due in large part to 
lack of aggressiveness on the part of the old 
commanders who have failed to appreciate 
that eternal personal supervision has been 
hecessary to suecess. The experiences of Civil 
War fully confirms this view. 

‘Paragraph 3. Personal considerations of 
course can not be taken Into account. Indi 
Vidual desires and records of long and faith 
ful service are not sufficient to warrant our 
overlooking the stern requirements of war. 
We must profit by the experience and ad 
Vice of our Allies who are quite as fully con 
cerned as ourselves in the issue. We can not 
listen to theory or take into consideration 
the few isolated exceptions where old men 


have commanded in past wars. The spirit of 
the nation requires youth and vigor in com 
manders. The fine personnel in the ranks 
demand the best leadership we can find, 
‘Paragraph 4. The service of the officers 
hot considered physically fit should be util 
ized in lighter work in territorial commands 
at home, or on recruiting duty, or in training 
troops, than which there nothing more 
important. The necessity of experts in train 
ing becomes more and more apparent as the 
War progresses.

Gas Masks 
(Continued from First Page) 

The Akron plant is not now intended to 
supply the Army’s peacetime needs. The 
company will produce 4,000 masks to test 
production methods, and then turn the 
equipment over to the government. Cur- 
rent requirements will still be met by 
Edgewood, which is now stepping up 
production. 

One great step has been made by the 
Chemical Warfare Service. Though ade 
quate reserves of masks are still to be 
obtained, the mask developed by the 
CWS is more than adequate. The equal 
of any on earth, the Army mask affords 
protection in the open against all known 
war gasses, and is a far ery from the 
cumbersome wartime mask, 

The principles of the old mask and the 
new are essentially the same, but no 
longer does the wearer have to clench a 
rubber tube between his lips nor submit 
to a clamp over his nostrils. Breathing 
is natural and the mask is a thousand- 
fold more comfortable. It may be worn 
all day without serious discomfort ; men 
may shoot, march, climb, even play base- 
ball in them, after being trained in their 
Se, 

Of course, the re-design of the face 
piece made it necessary to have it well 
fitting. Accordingly, four sizes were 
manufactured—No, 1 for the smallest 
heads, up to No. 4 for the large faces. 
tut here, too, recent improvements in 
design and fitting have resulted in the 
production of the “universal” size, which 
fits practically all men. A small number 
of No. 1, and a large No. 5 size are still 
made--about five per cent of the total. 

The new mask uses as a filter charcoal, 
soda lime and other ingredients, Char- 
coal is now made from cocoanuts, but 
experiments are underway to determine 
what native’substances will produce as 
equally fine a charcoal. At all events, it 
is extremely unlikely that there will ever 
again be receptacles on the streets for 
peach or cherry pits, should war come. 

Cost of producing the new mask varies 
with the amounts ordered, averaging 
about $9.25 to $9.50. Large orders, such 
us would be required in war, would bring 
the price down to about $5 or $6. 

Maj. Gen. Walter C. Baker, chief of 
chemical warfare service, testifying be- 
fore the Tlouse Appropriations sub-com- 
mittee this year, stated that his service 
had produced two designs of a gas mask 
for civilian use, one of which would cost 
about $1.25 to make. This mask, which 
he termed superior to that issued to 
civilians by the British government, is 
similar to that in use by the service but 
of less hardy materials. 

There is a general misunderstanding 
of the life of the service mask. General 
taker told the committee that the aver- 
age life of a gas mask in use is five years. 
As a matter of fact, several consider- 
ations enter into determining the life of 
the article. 

The canisters, for example, which con- 
tain the filter, would have to be replaced 
about every three months, or sooner if 
worn in a gassed area. The elastic head- 
bands retain their elasticity about six 
months at least, and may then be re- 
placed by any soldier. So too may the 
rubber outlet valve, which has a life of 
about a year. The mask itself will last 
perhaps eight years if given tolerably de- 
cent treatment. 


OBITUARIES 


EDITORIAL 

In view of his great achievements in 
peace and war, it was proper that the 
United States and Foreign Governments 
should have representatives in attendance 
upon the last rites for Rear Admiral 
Mark L. Bristol, USN-Ret. A naval officer 
who maintained the highest traditions of 
the Service to which he was devoted, he 
possessed and displayed diplomatic skill 
in the post-war period which won for him 
the warm approval of his own Govern- 
ment, and the respect and admiration of 
all foreign Governments. His career in 





the Navy was marked by participation in 
two wars, the Spanish-American and 
World. In the former as a Lieutenant 
tiboard the Texas, he took part in the 
battle of Santiago, which destroyed 
Spain's naval power in the Atlantic; in 
the latter he commanded the Battleship 
Oklahoma in such fashion as to win the 
Distinguished Service Cross. He was 
largely responsible for naval acquisition 
and use of planes when aviation was in 
its infaney. 


But it was after the Armistice that he 
displayed the diplomatic ability, which 
had been manifested on occasions prior 
thereto. Placed in command of the 
American Squadron in Near Eastern 
waters, he handled troublesome incidents, 
involving Americans, in such fashion as 
to attract the attention of the State, as 
well as the Navy Department. We had 
severed our relations with the Ottoman 
Government during the War, Out of the 
Versailles negotiations came a new Tur- 
key, with a form of Government, that of a 
Republic, which appealed to Admiral 
Bristol's profound patriotism. Selected 
the manner in which he had 
handled international questions, he was 
named High Commissioner of the United 
States. The duty was intended to he tem- 
porary; for eight years it continued. 
Steering a straight course through chaos, 


because of 





undeterred by plot and counterplot, he 
became the man trusted by all. With 
quick decision when necessary, with pa- 
tience and consideration when they were 
required, he solved the confusing prob- 
lems which each day brought, those con- 
nected with the creation of the strug- 
gling Republic, with the swarms of Rus- 
sians that fled after the Wrangell fiasco, 
and with the fear stricken Greeks fleing 
from the embittered Turks after Smyrna. 
Ilis fairness, his straight dealing — “I 
played the game with my cards on the 
table” and his winning personality, 
brought him the friendship of Kemal 
Pasha, and of the Foreign diplomats and 
their Governments. Upon relief as High 
Commissioner, Admiral Bristol completed 
his Naval career by service as Com- 
mander of the Asiatic Fleet and as Chair- 
man of the General Board. 


lt is given to few men to make his 
impress upon the world and the destiny 
of his own country as did Admiral Bris- 
tol. But to those who knew him, admir- 
ing his achievements as they did and do, 
it was his human, lovable qualities that 
endeared him, and brought out the best 
that was in them. As a patriot, a Naval 
Officer and a Diplomat, he will live in 
history, as a friend he will be a shining 
memory which the passing years will not 
dim.

necessary to retire a captain of the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department merely 
because he reaches 50 years of age. Gen- 
eral Gasser parried that Judge Advocates 
are promoted list officers and most of 
them come from the line and should be 
subject to the same coiditions as other 
line officers. Mr. Sparkman insisted that 
he thought a lawyer of 50 could do his 
duties as well or perhaps better than a 
younger one. As a matter of fact he 
thought they would improve as they grow 
older. He wanted to know how many 
would go out under the bill, to which Gen- 
eral Gasser replied that 48 of the 105 of- 
ficers of the Judge Advocate General's 
Department would retire during the first 
six years of the bill’s operation, but that 


they would be replaced gradually by 
younger officers. 
Representative Sparkman said he 


thought the best solution would be to

“We feel, therefore, that the returns furnish 
an excellent indication of the opinion of the 
Service on the subject on which it is sought, 
nnd we are glad in compliance with the call of 
the committee to supply the figures we have 
up to date. Linay observe here that experience 
shows that a 20 per cent return is aecepted 
us establishing fairly the trend of thought, 
30 per cent as more convincing and 40 per cent 
us conclusive. We sent our inquiries on the 
Woodring age-in-grade plan to the entire pro 
motion list group, some 10,080 officers. Of 
these, S431 are stationed in the United States, 
and the rest are on foreign duty. We have 
heard only from those in the United States,

this beenuse we mailed our letters between 
May 1 and May tl. From that total--S,431 
officers we have received 2,733 replies. This 
is approximately 32 per cent. As the tabu 


lation requires a great deal of work, especially 
since some officers do not answer all ques 
tions, we have been able to make break down 
tables for only 600, which are before you, 1 
may say, however, that of the total number 
of returns received up to yesterday, that) is 
to say 2,733, a rapid count shows that TS24 
favor the age-in-grade plan as against S14, 
a percentage of 69 vs 31; that 712 are satistied 
with the rate of promotion on the present sys 
tem as against 1863, a percentage of 2S vs 
72; that 1,812 believe in some form of attrition 
us against 746, a percentage of Tl vs 20; and 
that 350 favor selection as opposed to 2,253, 
an pereentage of 13 vs 87.

Results of First 600 Replies 

“Of the first 600 cards received which we 
have tabulated—they came principally from 
Eastern stations —you will note that 6f per 
cent favor the plan as against 36 per cent; 
that 20 per cent are satisfied with the present 
promotion system as against 71 per cent; that 
69 per cent believe some form of attrition is 
necessary as against 31 per cent; that 15 per 
cent favor selection as against SS per cent.

posed to the amendment that requires 
that a statement of the reasons for the 
selection or non-selection of an officer be 
given, due to the almost endless contro 
versy that would ensue when officers pro- 
tested the action of the board and chal- 
lenged the reasons given for that action. 
Ile also expressed opposition to the 
amendment which would restore to offi- 
cers numbers lost by court-martial, previ- 

ous failure of selection or otherwise. 

Ile opposed the amendment retaining 
until 1944 officers adjudged fitted but not 
designated for retention on the grounds 
of the increased which he said 
would approximate $38,000,000) for the 
period. Tle said that the amendment re- 
taining the CINCUS and the chief of 
operations on active duty until they 
reach the age of 66 years is agreeable 
to the Department providing it is made 
permissive and not mandatory. 

Admiral Richardson expressed dis- 
approval of the amendment sponsored by 
Representative Maas which provides 
that the periods served by officers with 
temporary commissions and as reserves 
on active duty shall not be counted as 
commissioned service for purposes of re 
tirement. Tle also opposed Mr. Maas’ 
amendment increasing the yearly attri 
tion in the flag ranks from eight to nine, 
but approved of selection of rear ad 
mirals for retention on the active list.

When the committee began considera 
tien of the bill on Thursday, May 18, 
Representative: Melvin) Maas, of Minn., 
ranking minority member of the Tlouse 
Naval Affairs Committee was the first 
witness called. Mr. Maas had requested 
the committee to grant him time to ex- 
plain the amendments in the bill which 
were sponsored by him. 

Ile told the committee that the Act of 


June 25, 1903S was hastily enacted legisla 
tion, thrown together to meet an ap 


proaching emergency and therefore con 
taining mechanical flaws. These ftliws, 
he said, will be corrected by the amend 
ments in the bill. 

Taking up the provision that until 
June 30, 144, would insure that all offi- 
cers designated as fitted be retained until 
they have served the term provided by 
law, he declared that he and the Tlouse 
Naval Committee can “no earthly 
justification” in retiring officers who 
have proven themselves fitted for promo

tion, Tle stated that with the expansion 
of the Navy, all officers will be sorely 
necded, Anticipating the Navy Depart 


ment’s objection, i. ¢.. that the proposed 
amendment retains officers in the higher 
ranks, whereas the Navy needs junior 
officers, he said that the retention of the 
expericnced senior officers will) permit 
the Navy to free junior officers for more 
At this point, Senator 
Peter G. Gerry, of R. LL, interposed the 
observation that the President may, un 
der the precent law, designate all fitted 
officers for retention. Mr. Maas replied 
that the President has not done so and 
stated emphatically “Ll think the Presi 
dent is wrong and FT disagree with the 
Navy Department,” Senator Gerry asked 
Whether or not the officers retained under 
the amendment would be eligible for se 
lection as best fitted and Mr. Maas re 
plied that they would be eligible but that 
there is very slight chance that they will 
Mr. Maas stated in this 
connection, “We hope that some of them 
Will make such outstanding records that 
they will be selected.” Tle informed the 
committee that there will, however, be 
slight chanee of the officers making out 
standing records as they will probably 
“be relegated to obscure posts.’ 

Representative Maas then went on to 
point out to the committee that, while 
practically the whole Navy can name the 
first ten men ina group that will be se 
lected and can also name the ten at the 
other extreme of the curve who will not 
he selected, selection in the intermediate 
group is, in his opinion, a “lottery.” 

He declared that in the intermediate 
group the records of the officers are so 
nearly equal that it is pure chance that 
determines the issue of selection or non 
selection.

in some such similar post, he charged, has 
often meant the difference between selec- 
tion and being passed over. He declared 
that selection “is a matter of opinion 
unyway,” and that selection boards can 
unddo make mistakes, 

Mr. Maas then turned the committee's 
attention to the amendment which he is 
sponsoring which would strike the 
language from Section 12, subsection (da) 
of the present law, which requires that 


all service such as temporary commis- 
sioned service, reserve duty, ete, be 
counted for retirement purposes in the 


cause of fitted officers. Ile declared that 
this language was inserted in the bill for 


the express purpose of “boosting” non 
Naval Academy graduates out of the 


Navy. “Why,” he asked the committee, 
“did the Navy Department insist on the 
language in the bill, when no previous 
legislation had carried such wording?” 
He said that in 1917 and 1918 a large 
number of civilians were taken into the 
Navy under temporary commissions and 
these officers, he alleged, built the Navy's 
flight corps. [le said that this nucleus of 
World War oflicers started the Navy on 
the road to supremacy among the Naval 
air arms of the world, He told the com 
mittee that after the war, the Navy de- 
mobilized these officers too fast and sub 
sequently returned over a thousand of 
them to aetive duty, after giving them 
competitive examinations, with the un 
derstanding that they would be insured a 
Naval career until they were lieutenant 
commnunders, Now, he charges, the Navy 
has insisted upon discriminatory legisla- 
tion against these officers. Ile said that 
the Navy should at least have been con- 
sistent and dated the commissions of 
these officers aus of 1017 instead of as of 
wet, 

Ile stated that the Navy had entered 
into a contract with the officers and has 
subsequently abridged the contract, “The 
war time group is belug shiughtered,” 
Mr. Maas contended. At this point, Sen 
ator Gerry asked how many tlight officers 
of the Navy are affected and Mr. Maas 
replied “about sixty.” Ile pointed out 
that these olflicers have stood the same 
physical and professional examinations 
that Naval Academy graduates have, and 
are, by that token, just as competent, 

Ile then took up the amendment which 
would increase the amount of forced at 
trition in the rank of rear admiral from 
eight to nine officers a year. Ile declared 
that, by reason of a ruling of the Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy whereby 
1938 was averaged with 1030 to deter 
mine the amount of attrition in the tlig 
rank, no admiral will be retired involun 
turily in the immediate future. “In 
deed,” he charged, “it is doubtful if any 
admiral will ever be forced to retire as 
long as the figure is set at eight.” He said 
that he was in complete disagreement 
with the Judge Adyvocute’s ruling, due to 
the fact that the new hiw was in effect 
for only eight days during Ts, 

Ile then called the committee's 
tion to the proposed amendment which 
would provide tor the selection of rear 
iwhmirals from the lower half to the upper 
lialf. tle said that the enaction of this 
amendment would contribute more to the 
morale of the Navy than any other 
amendment in the bi “Let the young 
ensign, faced with rigorous selection for 
the balance of his career, see that there 
is no sacred rank in the Navy and that 
the admirals are subject to the same re 
quirements that he is,” Mr. Maus stated, 

Ile contended that at present the rank 
of rear admiral is sacrosanct and that 
“only the hand of God, through death or 
disability, can touch an admiral.” Con 
tinuing he said, “what | want to do is 
to erente a real tow of promotion, one 
that extends to and through the top.” 

Ile said that unless the amending leg 
islation contained in the bill is passed, 
oflicers will be retired this year. 

In conclusion, he requested the com 
mittee to amend the bill so as to make it 
mandatory that the Navy Department 
create a statutory board to report to Con- 
yress on the Staff Corps personnel situa 
tion. Tle said that merely requesting 
the Navy Department to make such a 
study is almost Ile pointed out 
that the Navy Department was asked to 
make such a study for presentation to the 
present Congress and has not done so,

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Financial Digest 

Three matters have engrossed financial 
and business attention this week. First, 
the President recommended to the Tem 
porary National Economic Committee 
that it investigate the idleness of money 
and the consequent idleness of men, In 
accordance with this recommendation, the 
Committee has been hearing business 
leaders and students, and will have a long 
line of bankers offer their explanations, 
After passing the largest Agricultural Ap- 
propriation bill in history, the Senate dis 
regarded the wishes of the President and 
defeated a proposal for the resumption of 
work on the Florida Ship Canal project. 
The Senate also included in the Naval 
Appropriation bill passed on Thursday 
the direction that the Navy use none but 
American products. This was another 
slap at the President for approving naval 
purchase of Argentina canned beef, which 
he had described as “cheaper and better” 
than the American. In taking this action, 
the Senate refused to give heed to the 
effort of the President to improve our 
political and commercial relations with 
our South American competitor. Further 
conferences were held between the Presi 
dent and Congressional leaders on the 
question of tax revision. As a result, the 
President has been forced to make con 
cessions and it now seems likely that some 
changes of benefit to the Corporations, 
such as the elimination of the Surplus 
Profits tax, will be made. However, there 
will be no general revision; the enact 
ment expected will be confined to some 
specific items with an increase in the flat 
corporation rate and the extension of the 
nuisance taxes. The President and Con 
gress ure agreed there must be no re- 
duction in revenue. 

There is another matter receiving 
White House consideration which is re- 
sponsible for the unwillingness to reduce 
revenue producing taxes. It is that of 
“pump priming.” Evidence is piling up 
that the President believes further spend- 
iuge Will aid the return of prosperity, and 
the passage of the huge Agricuitural Ap 
propriation bill by republicans as well as 
democrats, indicates that Congress con 
tinues to have a certain sympathy with 
this view point. Labor, through John L. 
Lewis, is demanding a minimum “pay 
roll” for the WPA unemployed of 3,000, 
000 persons. The House Appropriations 
subcommittee investigating relief is still 
turning up evidence of communist in- 
fluences in the WPA, It expects to con 
elude its inquiry within ten slays, and 
then will determine whether or not to 
grant the appropriations of 1.7 billions 
recommended by the President. The lat 
ter is pressing Congress to enact rail 
road legislation, and it is likely that be 
fore the session ends # measure for the 
relief of these utilities will be presented 
to him for his signature,

Merchant Marine 

Maritime lay, May 22, will be cele 
brated in Washington and throughout the 
country with ceremonies suitably com- 
memorating the new bid of the American 
merchant marine for a fair share of the 
world’s trade, 

Rear Adm. Emory 8. Land, USN-Ret., 
chairman of the Maritime Commission 
will speak before the Propeller Club of 
Savannah, Ga. from which city on May 
22, 1819, the little steamship Savannah 
sailed for Murope, making the first pass- 
age of the Atlantic by steam. 

At Portland, Me., Robert W. Iforton, 
director of the Division of Maritime Pro 
motion and Information, will speak be- 
fore the Propeller Club. Both Admiral 
Land and Mr. tlorton will stress espe 
clally the economic futility of American's 
taxing themselves to support a merchant 
marine which would be self-supporting if 
it received their patronage. 

Only 26 per cent of America’s foreign 
trade, they will point out, is carried in 
American bottoms, while 70 out of 100 
Americans making the North <Athintie 
crossing Use foreign ships. 

Another phase of the Maritime Day 
celebration will be the luncheon Monday 
for the Senate Commerce Committee, the 
Ilouse Merchant) Marine and Fisheries 
Committee, the Commandant of the 
Washington Navy Yard, the Commandant 
of the Coast Guard, Maritime Commis- 
sion officials and the chief of the Mari- 
time Service, abourd the SS American 
Seaman, new training ship, which will 
dock at the Navy Yard Sunday. Rear 
Adm. Henry A. Wiley, member of the 
Maritime Commission, will speak. 

A luncheon will be held at 1 p. m. Sun- 
day aboard the American Seamen for 
newspapermen who will be given an op- 
portunity to inspect her and the Joseph 
Conrad, sailing ship, and the State train- 
ing ships Nantucket and Annapolis which 
will accompany the American Seaman to 
Washington. 

Both the War and Navy Departments 
have ordered their component units to 
assist in the fitting celebration of Mari 
time Day. 


Luxury Lines for Pacific 


ids will he asked by the Maritime 
Commission sometime this year on two or 
three large luxury liners for service be- 
tween the west coast and the Orient. The 
vessels will be somewhat smaller than 
the America, 725-foot ship of the United 
States Lines, which is seheduled for 
launching at Newport News SB & DD Co. 
in July, but larger than America’s queen 
of the Orient service, the 616-foot, 22,000- 
fon President) Coolidge which was 
launched in WSt at Newport News. 

The vessels when constructed will be 
sold to the American President Lines. 
That line (formerly the Dollar Steamship 
Line) now onerates the President 
Coolidge and other vessels in the trans- 
Pacific service. 

It was also learned from Maritime 
Commission officials that Moore and Me- 
Cormick are negotiating for the purchase 
of five of the new C-2 cargo ships, two of 
which have been launched within recent 
weeks and two more of which are sched 
uled to take the water today. Moormack 
will operate the vessels to Baltie ports 
through its Scantie Line. Grace Line is 
also bespeaking several of the 20 C-2's, 

With prospect of thus finding ready 
sale for its new vessels and with indica- 
tions that within a few days it will 
charter the last of its own lines, the Mari- 
time Commiss'on is feeling the weight of 
responsibility somewhat lifted. 

But there is one fly in the ointment. It 
has been relinbly reported that Moore- 
McCormack, if they buy the C-2's, will 
with the exception of the Donald MeKay, 
change their names from those of the 
glorious clippers of the ’50's, to common 
place names. And the commission has 
hinged its maritime promotion for the 
past two months on the fact that these, 
the new C-2’s were the first of the ships 
that would bring the merchant marine 


back to the peaks to which the clippers 
had carried it! 
Down Payment Cut 

The House of Representatives passed 
and sent to the Senate this week a bill 
which would reduce from 25 per cent to 
124%, per cent the down payment required 
on new vessels purchased from the Mari 
time Commission. 

This amendment to the Merchant Ma- 
rine Act would cover such purchases as 
those of the C-2s reported above. It would 
leave unchanged the 20-year period with- 
in which the balance must be paid in an- 
nual instalments, but would increase that 
balance from 75 per cent to 874% per cent. 

One amendment was made by the 
louse to the bill as introduced. The bill 
will apply to vessels of 3,500 tons gross 
or more, instead of 3,000 tons. Speed 
must be at least 14 knots. 





Report Capt. Stuart’s Nomination 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably on the nomi- 
nation of Capt. If, A. Stuart, USN, Di 
rector of Navy Petroleum Reserves, to be 
a Rear Admiral. Captain Stuart’s nomi- 
nation had been before the committee for 
more than three months. 

At a meeting of the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee on Thursday, just prior 
to the announcement of the committee's 
favorable action to the Senate, Senator 
David I. Walsh, of Mass., told the group 
that the nomination had the President’s 
personal endorsement and that the Presi 
dent, in answer to objections that have 
heen raised due to the fact that Captain 
Stuart has not been selected for promo- 
tion, had on March 28 sent him the fol- 
lowing letter. 

My Dear Senator Walsh, 

I enclose a letter from Acting Secretary of 
the Navy Leahy in regard to the record of 
Capt. A. Hi. Stuart. 

It is, of course, a simple fact that Captain 
Stuart, by reason of his duties with the Naval 
Petroleum Reserve, has been unable to “per 
form strictly engineering duties comparable 
to those performed by his contemporaries.” 
It is equally obvious that this facet was of 
necessity taken into consideration by the 
Roard of Admirals in performance of their 
statutory duty.

The letter containing Captain Stuart’s 
record, referred to above, is as follows: 
My Dear Mr. President, 

In connection with the nomination of Capt. 
HW. A. Stuart, U. S. Navy, T have had his 
record examined with the following result: 

Captain Stuart was first assigned te duty 
with the Naval Petroleum Reserves in TOTS 
and was made Director of Naval Petroleum 
Reserves in the Navy Department in’ June 
1923. Te has therefore been employed in the

U. S. Military Academy, witness a review 
of the corps of cadets and attend a buffet 
luncheon given by Brig. Gen. Jay L. Bene- 
dict, superintendent of the Academy. 

Sessions of the Congress began May 9 
at Washington, with a formal session at 
which Assistant Secretary of State Mes- 
sersmith, Assistant Secretary of War 
Johnson, Dr. Thomas Parron, surgeon 
general of the U. 8S. Public Health Ser- 
vice ; Maj. Gen. Charles R. Reynolds, sur- 
geon general of the Army and president 
of the Congress; Col. Jules Voncken, of 
Belgium, Gen. A. Waldmann, of Germany, 
and Gen. C. P. Illescue, of Roumania, 
were speakers, 

During the recent meeting of the In- 
ternational Congress of Military Medicine 
and Pharmacy, nine members of the As- 
sociation of Military Surgeons were hon- 
ored by the French Government which 
decorated them with a medal of the Order 
of Public Health. The medals were pre- 
sented by Gen. Savornin, head of the 
French delegation, to the following:

The order was recently created by the 
French Government to recognize eminent 
services rendered in the field of social 
hygiene and preventive medicine. 

During the first week problems of mili- 
tary medicine were discussed. The first 
part of the Congress was held concur- 
rently with the Association of Military 
Surgeons of the United States, which was 
holding its 47th annual convention. 

The association held its annual banquet 
at the Williard Hotel, May 9, with As- 
sistant Secretary of War Louis Johnson 
as principal speaker. Mr. Johnson devoted 
his address to a praise of the progress in 
medical science achieved by the Army 
doctors. Stating that “I would be remiss 
in my duty if I did not take this occasion 
publicly to commend your distinguished 
president, Surgeon General Thomas Par- 
ron, of the United States Public Health 
Service, for his gallant fight against the 
spread of social diseases in America,” Mr. 
Johnson went on to list accomplishments 
of the Medical Department itself. 

He said: 

“Another achievement of the year that 
Should be mentioned is the success that 
the United States Army Veterinary 
School has attained in the production of 
a vaccine against sleeping sickness among 
animals. Last year it was definitely 
proved that the disease is transmitted 
from animal to animal and communicated 
to the human family by mosquitoes. 
Where the disease among horses and 
mules was most prevalent, there it ap- 
peared most frequently among the chil- 
dren in the locality. In checking sleeping 
Sickness at its source, its spread to the 
human family will be arrested; and the 
Military Surgeons of the United States 
Army will add another laurel to the 
crown of their achievements toward the 
greater happiness of the human race. 

“Still another accomplishment worthy 
of note is the distribution to the Ser- 
vice of a pneumonia serum, which prom- 
ises to reduce fatalities from this dreaded 
disease. Pneumonia vaccines and oxygen 
therapy, combined with the use of this 
Serum, have reduced fatalities in the 
Civilian Conservation Corps by almost

fifty per cent. In the winter months of | 


1933, 12.5 out of every one hundred cases 
proved fatal. In the corresponding months 
in 1939, the fatalities were but 6.4 out of 


every one hundred.” 

The Assistant Secretary then discussed 
new burdens which will fall upon the 
Medical Department, saying: 

“The feature of our armament program 
that has attracted the widest attention 
deals with an increase in airplanes. Im- 
portant. however, as are our flying ma- 
chines, their accessories, their bases and 
the Inboratories where they are devel- 
oped, they are nothing compared to the 
human beings who must command them, 
flVy them and maintain them. These men 


must be carefully examined and only the | 


physically, mentally and emotionally fit 
selected for service. Once in the Army, 
their health must be protected and their 
strength must be conserved: and these 
responsibilities rest upon the medical of- 





ficers and enlisted men of the United 
States Army. 
“To achieve the necessary increases | 


among our pilots, it is anticipated that 
30.000 young men will have to be exam- 
ined by the Medical Department during 
the course of the first vear. To meet our 
requirements, it will be necessary to grad- 
uate from our Air Corps Training Cen- 
ter at Randolph Field, Texas, approxi- 
mately four hundred men every” six 
weeks : and this will have to be done with 
out the lowering of any of the high stand- 
ards that are now required of our Army 
fliers. 

“We have not enough medical person- 
nel to do the job effectively. We need an 
increase of approximately three hundred 
officers and sixteen hundred enlisted men 
and T sineerely hope that Congress will 
provide the funds to meet these require- 
ments. 

“When our flying cadets report for duty 
at Randolph Field, they will find in at- 
tendance a group of trained flight sur- 
geons—-medieal officers, who are experi- 
enced fliers and who are familiar with 
the physical and emotional difficulties 
that confront the novice in aviation. To 
them. each cadet is a laboratory case. His 
actions and his reactions are carefully 
charted. Tis progress on the flying line 
is meticulously watched. The Army is 
trving to find out just what type of indi- 
vidual makes a good flier and what type 
is ill-adapted for aviation service, The 
high standards maintained by our pilots 


in no small way have resulted from the | 


contributions and the suggestions of the 
flight surgeons on duty with the Air 
Corps.” 

Switzerland was selected for the 11th 
Congress, to be held in 1941, and the fol- 
lowing questions to be discussed were 
chosen and assigned :

“4. Protection for members of flying per 
sonnel against the deleterious effects of speed 
increases and, especially, in angular acceler 
ations of speed. Switzerland and Italy. 

“>. Compressed remedies used in military 
medicine their classification, methods of 
analysis and dosage of their active principles. 
Switzerland and Rumania. 

“6. The probable functions of the military 
dentist during periods of intense activity in 
the forward zones up to the formation of 
army exclusively. Switzerland and 
Japan 

“7. The social services and moral assistance 
given by military hospitals. Leisure activities 
and individuals and families 
Switzerland and United States.” 

General DeWitt, discussed before the 
Congress the need of privacy for soldiers 
hospitalized in military institutions. “Ap- 
parently in the past,” he declared, “it has 
been assumed that since a soldier in bar- 
racks has no privacy, it is an unimpor- 
tant factor in his care when confined to

“The day of the large 30, 40 and 50 bed 
ward room has passed. As a general prin- 
ciple the capacity of no ward room should 
exceed 20 beds; a maximum of 10 beds 
would be preferable. Every ward should 
have an ample number of one-bed rooms 
for the seriously ill, in addition to a suffi- 
cient number of curtain or other type of 
semi-partitions to afford privacy and 
protection for those in larger rooms.” 


Special Physical Exams 

Detailed orders have been sent to corps 
area commanders concerning the special 
physical examination for officers of the 
Regular Army to be conducted under the 
“vitalization” program. 

The full text of the letter as sent to 
corps area and department commanders, 
follows: 

1. The Secretary of War directs that all 
Recular Army officers in the grade of captain 
and above, and first lieutenants who will be 
promoted to the grade of captain prior to 
Tune 30, 1989 (Promotion List No, 331, Army 
List and Directory, Oct, 20, 1988), be given a 
snecial physical examination prior to June 
30. 1939, 

2. The following will be the only exemp 
tions from this examination: 

a. Officers whose retirement, either volun 
tarv or by action of a retiring board, has 
heen approved prior to this date and who are 
awaiting retirement. 

b. Officers who are patients In hospitals and 
whose condition is such that they eannot 
undergo the required examination prior to 
June 30, 1989. Tn these cases the commanding 
officer of the hospital will furnish a certificate 
to the examining board setting forth the facts 
including a statement as to the probable date 
when examination can be made. 

3. a. All officers of the categories enumer 
ated in paragraph 1 above, who are stationed 
within the territorial limits of corps areas 
and departments, are hereby placed under 
the control of the respective corps area or 
department commanders for the purpose of 
executing the provisions of this order only, 
except the following who will be examined as 
directed by The Surgeon General: 

(1) Officers on duty in the War Department 

(2) Officers on duty at, or patients In, the 
Army Medical Center, Washington, D. €. 

(3) Officers on duty at the Army War Col 


lege. 

(1) Officers on duty at the Army Industrial 
College. 

b. For the purpose of this examination 
only, officers on duty, or on leave, In the

the governors follows: 

“In the interest of further improving the 
National Defense, and with the approval of 
the President, I have initiated action to vital- 
ize the commissioned officer list of the Army 
through elimination of physically unfit and 
over-aged officers, 

“In order to avoid any possibility of these 
examinations being influenced by local ac- 
quaintance or seniority, I contemplate having 
them made in the Regular Army by a board 
of not less than three medical officers who are 
vot members of the local garrison. 

“It is my view that existing conditions re 
quire that the Regular Army and National 
Guard be brought to the highest possible 
state of efficiency and readiness for employ- 
ment in emergency. Rapid progress is being 


made in providing modern armament, It is 
of equal importance that the officers who 
command and administer our modernized 


Army be physically fit and fully capable of 
performing the duties of their office both in 
garrison and in the field, The National Guard 
and Regular Army have especially important 
responsibilities under the Protective Mobili- 
zation Plan. In a small Army such as ours it 
is essential that the officer personnel be fully 
qualified to meet the severe requirements im- 
posed by field operations. 

“It is my belief that such failures on the 
part of experienced officers in troop leading 
and in the command of large units as have 
occurred in time of war have been due pri- 
marily to physical breakdowns induced by 
the tremendous demands made upon the 
physical and nervous system of the leader. 
It is therefore important that the most care- 
ful attention be given to the question of the 
physical fitness of the officers of the existing 
establishment. It is my purpose as the first 
step in accomplishing the vitalization of the 
officer list of the Regular Army, to order 
thorough physical examinations to be made 
of all officers of the Regular Army with a 
view to eliminating from the active list those 
whose physical condition is such as to pre- 
vent a reasonable fulfillment of the duties of 
such officers in peace and in war. 

“It is my view that the question of physical 
fitness is a matter of equal importance in the 
National Guard. Therefore, I am requesting 
the Governors of the various states and the 
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Governors of Hawail and Puerto Rico to co- 
operate with the War Department by putting 
into effect for the forces under their respec- 
tive jurisdictions appropriate measures for 
attaining a high standard of physical fitness 
in the officer corps of the National Guard, 

“The matter of attaining a more efficient 
officer corps through removal of the physi- 
eally unfit is merely an appropriate and nec 
essary step in bringing the Army to the high- 
est possible state of effectiveness. The pro- 
posed vitalization of the officer corps of the 
Army is a measure which has been long con 
sidered and the present steps are correlative 
with the action now beimg taken with respect 
to armament and equipment; these measures 
will aid materially in answering the concern 
of the people as to the readiness and ade- 
quacy of their entire military forces, 

“IT will appreciate a reply from you on this 
matter at your early convenience,”

11. In lieu of subsistence a flat per diem of 
six dollars is authorized in accordance with 
existing law and regulations for such travel 
that is performed outside the continental 
limits of the United States 

Officers granted leave of absence by the 
War Department are being informed as 
follows:
